? -nowned in'Story. '- Since then: we-find-nathi 
remarkable in the firſt part of his'/Life but 
has been already obſcrv'd in the. Preface, we 
ſhall preſently goon to his EleRion tothe Epi- 
copal Dignity, which was as full of ttoubles 
and interruptions as his Government after- 
wards. Neverthelc(s before we: come to that, 
it will notbe amiſs to fay ſomching of his na- 
tural diſpoſition; by which (not bridting but ra- 
ther fomenting his Paſſions) he executed thoſe 
things which were-done by him when he! had 
power and opportanity todo what.he intended. 

The Sieur' Valkerier-in his Exrope TroubPd, 
P. 13$, defctibes his'humour to be ambitious, 
martial, reſtleſs, indlin'd to change, and alto- 

ther covetous to. heap up Riches for his Heirs. 
Certainly his Ambition and Paſſion for the Wars 
which he 'occafion'd were immoderate, and 
this was the main motive that incited him to un- 
dertake ſo many Actions, It was more for 
raining his Neighbours Country then for pre- 
ſerving his own or his own (ubjedts. More ad- 
dicted toſeek oecations for War, then to ſne tor 
Peace. He loved the' Art of War better than 
the Art of Preaching. He wore at the ſane time 
the Helmet and the Mitre, the Sword and the 
Crofier, but preferr'd the former always before 
the latter, 

And indeed he was a good Souldier upon fe- 
veral occafions. He was ſubtle and full of (tra- 
ragems, and very artfully diffcmbP'd bis —_ 
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4 -_-The Life and Atﬀions of 
tjll ripe for- Execution 3 and continu'd open * 
F riendchip till he was ready to firike theſe whom 
he defign'd to: fall out withal. When he intended 
Eaftwatd; he ſeemed to bend to the Weſt, Our 
State,: among others, has had often experience 
of this particular. His .Condu&; ;beſides that 
hc was never deceiv*d by his' Generals in the 
number: of his men , appear'd: at the Sicge of 
Groning, where his Order and Diſcipline were 
without blame. | oth 1 voi 
Toward the end of Fuly he took .a review of 
his whole Army. In the: Morning he call'd his 
men to their Arms by beat of Drum and found 
of Trumpet. | Aftcs that he caufed Proclama- 
tion that every Commandes ſhould: forthwith 
repair to their ſeveral Charges, and;Order the 
Souldiers under their Commanders into their 
ſeveral Ranks and Files, as well the Horſe as 
the Foot 3 Then he appointed certain CommiÞ 
fioners to count the Ranks and Files, and tell 
how many was in every Company-: The Roll be- 
ing compleated, was deliver'd: to the Biſhop, 
who paid out his mony according to the Com- 
plement of men given into his hands. By which 
means he knew exaaly how many men he had in 
his Service, Every Month he made the fame re- 
view, whereby he did not only gain time, but 
prevented the deceits of Officers upon the like 
.occalions. 
. Beſides all this, he had the Courage of a Soul- 
dicr; and he' ſhewed his undauntedneſs « the 
| ame 


thelate Biſhop of Muniter. x 
ſame Sicge. - He went frequently into the Tren- 


' ches, toitake catc of things, and to corre ſuch 


miſcarriages as he obſerv'd , never truſting to 
any one perſon but himſelf, Andtill as he paſsd 
along, it/ behov'd the Souldiers eicher to be 
delving or ſhooting ; So that they lov'd his 
room much. better then his company. Some- 
times he-ftay'd two or three hours in the Tren- 
ches,hazarding his perſon in the moſt dangerous 
places, Nevertheleſs he was prudent for all 
that 3 for he acver expos'd himſelf to thoſe dan. 
gers, but he was attended by nine orten'perſons, 
habited like Footmen in the ſame Livery as him- 
ſelf, which prevented his being, diſcoyear'd by 
the Enemy. ' 

Thus our Biſhop ſhew'd himſelf to be a 
brave and vigilant Captain : but fuch a one as 
undertook unneceſſary Wars, and ſuch as the 
occaſions thereof were ſought by himſelf. Should 
it be objeted that the Sword of .aiPrince, and 
the Biſhops Crozier | have no correſpondence to+ 
gether, it.may be anſwered that he was not only 
a Spiritual but. Temporal Prince, Should any 
one go farther and ask the (awe .queſtion- as 
was asked the Biſhop of Cologs upon the ſame 
occaſion If the Devil take the Secular, what muſt 
become of the Spiritmal Prince ?' We can give no 
anſwer till we hear what the Biſhop ſaid for

It is a thing well known by the-Popes Bulls or 
Right Ecclehiaftical., that when the Epiſcopal 
See happens ta be : vacant, . it is the, Deans duty 
fo alſemble a Chapter within ſix+( months, for 
the choice of: another Biſbop, - otherwiſe af- 
ter the expiration of that time the Pope hatAy- 
thoricy to:ſupply- the vacancy by putting in any 
one pt his own choice. i, 

Molingerot would willingly: have been Biſhop 
himſelf, and indecd deſerved to have been ad- 
yanced to.that Dignity, as well for his wit and 
learning as for his extraQion ;-which may ſeem 
improbable, conſidering the meanneſs of _ Bi- 

; ops 
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ſhops birth. but is allowed however for truth, 
in regard that Malingcrot, was related” to the 
Biſhop by the Mothers fide and not by the Fa- 
thers... TYFY 

Malingeret therefore aſpiring to the Mitre, 
delayed the Election much longer then was plea- 
fing to the Canons 3 fo that the bfth month was 
alrcady at -an end, and no day yet pretix'd 3 
whereby:he thought more cafily to have attain'd 
his ends. ..But -many of the: members of the 
Chapter, eſpecially the younger fort, had little 
or no kindneſs for him. For he was a ſevere 
man, and one that while he was Dean had not 
only (barply rebuk'd them in words but alſo in- 
flided rude Penances upon them. So that they 
fear'd he would be more rigorous. when he came 
to be Biſhop. 

Thus while he delayed to call the Chapter, 
notwithſtanding the importunities of ſeveral, 
the Mcmbers of the Colledg met Chriſtopher Ber- 
ward de Galle, the Deans Nephew at a Feaſt near 
their Colledg. They were there very frolick, 
and at length in the height, of their jollity they 
began to cry aloud, Lovy live Biſhop Bernard. 
Which acclamations when they came Malingerots 
ears he took them for a good: Omen, in regard 
his name was alſo Bernard, believing himſelf to 
be the perſon intended. But ſyon after he was 
inform*d that the Chapter had'proceeded very 
far toward the EleQion, and that they had no- 
minated his Nephew Movuſicur de Galle, to be 
Biſhop 
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The Dean was very ill ſatisfied with what had 
been done he upbraided the Canons with their 
ill and difreſpe@ful language towards him, 
according to his uſual cuſtom 3. and for that con+ 
trary to their duty towards. him; without his 
knowledg and conſent, they bad affembled to- 
gether ia an improper place to make a Biſhop. 
That it belonged co him, as Dean, according} to 
the Ecclefiaftical cuſtoms and priviledges, to call 
a Chapter, and take their voices in order, Which 
not being done, but having aQed contrary -to 
Rulcs with a premeditated defign, the Election 
was illegal and void: and: for that reaſon, he 
would never approve of it. 

Nevertheleſs the Chapter would net alter the 
reſolution which they had taken, and made their 
Applications to the Pope to confirm the Biſhop 
newly Ele&ed. Moelingerot vigorouſly oppos'd 
it 3 alledging among other reafonsthat their Ele- 
Rion was altogether illegal, being done contra- 
ry to Law and Form, without his knowledg, 
as Dean 3, without any neceſſity or apprehenſion 
of danger, when there was time enough to have 
proceeded legally ; bcfides that they had choſen 
a perſon not fitting or proper to be admitted 
to ſo high a calling, which ought to be under- 
taken by perſons ot irreprehenſible converſations, 
Now it was known to all the world that the =

» fought him to conſent to, and confirm with his . 
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ther.of tim who was Elected to the Biſhoprick

The Chapter al onthe other fide, that 
neceffity had compelld them to paſs to'this Ele 
ion. The needlefs delay of the Dean put them 
in danger of loſing their great priviledg of « 
free choice; there being ſo much time chapſed, 
As for the Criminal a@ of the Father of the Kle+ 
Qed Biſhop, they excuſed it in this manner; 
faying, that it could\not be accompred a Capi- 
ta] Crime, fince it was not puniſh'd with loſs of 
life 5 and therefore that could be no impedic 
ment to keep his ſon fromthe benefit of theit 
Election. | 

Malingerot reply'd, that! then when they made 
their choice there was tire enough to have pro« 
ceeded accoxging to due form, That it was in 
his breſt o Fon the time, ſs thathe left time 
enough for Me EleRion, That he would nor 
loſe his priviledg of limitation of time; that 
a particular favour to let a crime go unpuniſhed 
did not juſtific the ation. At length by his 
writings he fo far prevail'd with I«nocent the X. 
a$ to forbear the Confirmation of Chrifopher Ber- 
nard till the fifth year, that is to ſay, for folong 
tine as the Pope ould live. But when Alexan- 
dey the VII. came tothe Chair in the Year 1655, 
he forthwith tonfirm?d- him in his Dignity, 
and {6 Chriſtopher Bernard prevail'd at length.

his Uncle; who after that retired to Cology, 


where he met with Saxfelicio, the Popes Nun» - 


tio at that time; to whom he made. out his 
buſineſs fo well, that he wasnot only freed 
from his Excommunication,. but alſo had liber - 
ty granted him to return to Munſter. | 

This-very thing did not, a little contribute to 
the enſuing troubles; particulagF then when 
upon the Feaſt of St. Fames the ApMe he ſhew'd 
himſelf in all his Ecclefiatical Robes. Old and 
young, men and women, in ſhort, all forts of 
people crouded to ſee him, overjoy'd at his re- 
turn, Infomuch that there was a univerſal cry 
among the multitude, Let Malingcrot (tay with 
us, and let Galle go where be pleaſes. |And this 
was that which made the bufines worſe, and 
excited a fironger inveteracy in the ſpirit of the 
Biſbop, not only againſt.the, Dean his Wnglegbue 
againſt all the Citizens.0i Munſter. + 
ned, 
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the late Biſhop of Munſter. 17 
ned, and perhaps not' without reafon; that he 


| ſhould from time to time become more odious 


to themz and therefore he could not hope for 
much good from them. - For this reaſon here- 
quired the Townſmen, that for the ſecurity of 
his perſon , they would receive an Epiſcopal 
Garriſon z and becauſe they gave him a de- 
nyal, he fought how to attain his ends by force. 
Before we go any farther, we will give the 
Reader a deſcription of this Town which is 
ſeated in Weſiphalia, This Dioceſs contains 
twelve Cities, whoſe Magiſtrates are all of the 
Roman Catholic Religion 3 of all which Mun» 
fter is the Metropolis. The Inhabitants are par- 
ticularly addicted to Tillage: they alſo breed and 
feed great ſtore of Cattel and Sheep, but eſpeci- 
ally Hogs, oft which they make great advantage, 
by reaſon of the valt quantities of Weſtphalia 
Hams which they ſend abroad into Forrain 
Parts, The Nobility govera the Country, 
and live in their Caſtles 3 but the Country and 
their Herds and Flocks afford them their min-= 
tenance. Only for their Agriculture, they have 
the priviledg to be ſerved by the Country people 
that are under their juriſdiction, - being as it 
were their ſlaves, and whoſe duty it is at the 
hrit word to be at their ſervice. The place where 
now the City of Munſter ſtands, was tormer'y 
callcd, Mimgarde in the Dubigines or Dulgum- 
nies. It received the name of Mrnſter from the 
Latia word Monaſterinm, lignityiog a Cloylics

or. Convent, which Biſhop Armani the firſt, 
wthe Reign of Cherlemain, in the Year 785» 
when this Province was firſt made a Biſhoprick; 
cauſed to be built there in honor of the Holy 

in + The Land round about it no way 
6 be defpiſcd,no more than is all the reft of eſte 
pbalis. ' The City has nine Gates well provided 
and guarded with Bulwarks and Baſtions. There 
are three to the Eaſt, that of St. Maurice, St. Ser- 
viſe, and Horſt Gate. ' Two toward the South, 
St. Ludgers and St. Giles's. - Two to the Weſt, 
St. Maries Gate, and that of the Fews field. 
Two. to the North, that of the Croſs, and 
Newburgh Gate. The City is encompalled 
with a double Wall and'a double Moat 3 which 
the River Aa fills with water, and then diſchar- 
ges it (elf. It contains alſo five Colltedges, that 
of St. Pauls the Cathedral, St. Ludgers, St. Mau- 
rices, St. Martins and one more. 

The Biſhop theretore not being able to in- 
cline the Citizens to anſwer his expeRations, 
adjourned the Chapter of the Cathedral, and 
the greatclt part of the Nobility to Coſeweld. 
There the bufineſs was variouſly conſulted, but 
they-could not come to any agreement, fo that 
the Aſſembly brake up. ; 

In the mean time Malingerot, from whom the 
Biſhop had taken away the Office of Dean, and 
who lived as an exile at Cologn, reſolved one 
day to reviſit the Town of Mnyſter, and to cele- 
brate the Feaſt of St. Famer. But before -

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could get intothe Town, he was diſcovered by 
the Kihops ren taken Priſoner and carried be- 
fore the Biſhop, who-(eriouſly exhoxted him:to

Now in regard the Biſhop continued his Le- 
vies, the City of Myfter could not but eafily

Nor did he want the 
2ffiſtanie of others Fo: though Francis William 
Biſhop of Oſ#abargh, and Adolph de Veck, Bi- © 
ſhop'of Paderbory, loved their Tranquillicy too 
well, to intereſt themſelves in his troubles; yet 
the three Ecclcfiaftical EleQors of Mayence, 
Treves 'and Cologn, (ent him ſome of their 
Troops. | Before hecame to any AQts of Hoſti- | 
lity, he diſpatched to the City Monficur de Mo- 
rien, hereditary Marſhal, to mike an agreement 
with the Inhabitants. The Council put in 
writing the cauſts why they could nct entircly 
confide in their Prince, and what it was that 
burden'd the City. And indeed the Peace would 
ſoon have been concluded, would his Highneſs 
but have remitted or at leaſt abated che burthen 
of their Taxes. Nevertheleſs a Truce was agreed 
vpon. thercby to prevent farther extremities. 

With theſe hopes the Paciticators parted, and 
M. the Mareſchal took with him the Articles 
propo3'd* by the City together with their firſt 
Dec'aration, At that time Nicolas Dragter 
$yn4ic of the City, coming from the Hagse, 
was taken Priſoner by the Biſhops men 3 which 
yet more exaſperated the Townſmen. Soon 
after open aQs of Hoſtility b:gan.

neral upon this Subje, fign'd at Hoftmer the 14. 
of Smber 1668. that the Souldiers who had 
been before the Fortreſs of Benthem, were ab- 
df ſolutely free from the Oaths of Fidelity which 
i they had ſworn to him, and Caſhier'd out of 
his ſervice y and that preſently after they had 
dl given their Oaths to his Imperial Majeſty, to the 
u Holy Empire, to the Circle of Weſtpbelis, and 
i the Holy County of Benthem; which was te- 
9 tify'd by the Count himſelf in a Letter dated 
from the Caſile the 28. of Auguſt 3 and yet the 
Biſhop in the ſame Letter, immediately after 
the words already recited, ſays, We muſt con- 
eſt that we did affift the ſaid Holy Connt, for the 
ecnrity of bis Caftle and Perſons 
iS Thus hitherto the Flames of War between 
the States of the United Provinces ſeem'd to be 
in ſome meaſure extinguiſh'd; and yet upon 
every flight occaſion you might perceive that 
9 the Embers were but cover'd up, to kindle the 
materials of a new fire. This fame Prince, 
altogether given to quarrel, never defiſted from 
making his Levics, cither privately or publickly ; 
which gave the States General ſufficient occaſion, 
and that not without reaſon, to be jealous of 
his proceedings. For they knew him too well, 
| to be deluded by his fair words. In the Year 
1669. he augmented his Levies to 4 very conſi- 
* derable number. Yet no perſon could dive into

"The Eſtates would by no means agree to this, 
becauſe the Biſhop had not diſmiſs'd certain 
Troops of Horſe, and feveral Reformado Of 
ficers, © without which being done, they woul 
not break up their Aﬀembly z for they were cer- 
tainly afſur'd that he was meditating ſome un- 
neccfiaty War.

At that time the States General began-to mi-

Ip, 
The ſame thing was reported of Groningen; 
but without any certainty, Jt was alſo laid, 
that ſome other German Princes were in Conf, 
federacy with the Biſhop, and that when thaſh- 
forces were joyn'd, they would make upa v 
puiſlant and numerous Army ; but that fear hah 
no foundation at that time, in regard thing, 
were not yet ripe for ation. In the Year 1670} 
he pick'd a new quarrel with Duke Radelph Arſe; 
guſius of Brunſwick Wolfenbuitel, about thifl 
City of Hoxter, fix Leagues a this fide Caſſe 
Ever fince Martin Lutber's time, and the Walt, 
of $malcald,there had been great conteſting abouſY; 
this place between the Duke of Brnnſwick, c 
nenbergh, and the Abbot of Cervay,to whom thiff 
City belongs with hve or fix Villages, the yearl , 
Revenue whereof amounted to 5000 Crowns | 
But at laſt this affair was determin'd, and 
the agreement approv'd ata Dyet of the Em# ,

Thus it remain'd till the death of the laſt Ab- | 
bot, after whoſe deceaſe, the Monks of that? 
fair Abby had choſen the Biſhop of Mmnſter to: 
to ſupply his'place, though not by a unaMmous} 
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ſent. And now was it pollible that he, who 
"4.25 (o little a lover of Peace, ſhould let ſuch an 
"Spportunity as this fall aſleep ? There were at 
two Proteſtant Churches, of which there 
as no uſe made; and therefore he. wrote to 
he Duke of Brun[wick, Lanenburgh, to re- 
zucſt one of them for the Roman Catholicks. 
But the Duke, as ProteRor of the City, made 
"Him anſwer, that he would never conſent that 
She Priviledges of the Cities ſhould be taken 
tom them, but that he would preſerve them, 
ccording, to the above-mentioned agreement, 
id the Peace made in the Year, 1649. And 
hus the buſineſs reſted till fore differences 
aroſe about the priviledges of Brewing So 
hat the Duke a the preſervation of a Pro- 
cſtant City , was forc'd to ſend -fome Com- 
panies both of Horſe and Foot to Guard it. 
The Biſhop of Mxnfter was highly offcoded 
at the placing of this. Garriſon in the Town, 
Wand as he was one that ſought all occaſions of 
" contention and War, he thought he had now 
T found a ſmart opportunity. To this purpoſe he 
wrote immediatcly to all the EleQors and Ca- 
© tholick Princcs, except the Duke of Niewburgh,

Beſides all this, he publift®d a Manife 
wherein he endeavour'd to jultific his pretc 
ces, laying alt the wrong upon the Duke, m 
king uſe of very ſharp expreſſions, and laying 
afide all thonghts of compoſure and accomme 
dation, faying that he was rcfolv'd to proſecut 
ſuch a diſfurber of Chriſtendom. . 

The faid Duke having read the Letter, pub 
liſh'd a Counter "Manifeſto, wherein he declart 
that the' Biſhop had not touch'd at all upon th 
moſt confiderable matter 3 and that he founded | 
his right upon, an ill grounded procefs touching * 
the Brewing of Hoxter. The Princes of the 
Circle of Lower Saxony, nay the King of Ss 
den himfelf'tad written to the Biſhop, advizing 
him t6.forbcax ſuch oppreſſions, and to leave 
the Ciry the fult enjoyment of their Priviledges:

Beſide that they 
made their complaints to the Regents of Corpy, 
where the Biſhops Counſellers heard them very 
kindly, proteRed them, and encourag'd them 
to farther miſchicf againſt the Syndick and 0- 
thers. The Counci] and Burgeſſes of the City 
perceiving what the others drove at, publicky 
proteſted againſt their Nlegal Aftions, by a No. 
tary and two Witneſſes, Moreover the Bur. 
gomaſters and Council of the City wrote to the 
Pibop of Mwnſter, humbly laying before him 
the Illegal proccedings of the Regents of Corvay, 
requeſting him with all ſubmiſſion to provide a 
remedy againſt them. Which evidently ſhews, 
that the Citizens of Hoxter. had no delign to 
withdraw their obedience from their Soveraign, 
but only to remedy diſorders by way of Juſtice.

ruin'd, © Tis true, the Biſhop vaunted in his ©

gencies. They anſ{wer*d, that the world might 
judg by his a&ions of the favours he had done 
them, and that therefore his afſeveration was 
not true. For ſo ſoon as he was enter'd upon 
the Regency, he had laid new Impoſitions upon 
Cattel,which nevery an Abbot before had done, 
Moreover when the Infantry and Cavalry of 
Munſter return'd from the War of Hwngary, the 
City of Hoxter had quarter'd them all, with+ 
out the leaſt Contribution of the Province. 
They- had always pay'd the Taxes of the Em- 
pire and Circle. He had demanded a thouſand 
Crowns of them for his Wars againſt the Turks. 
He requir'd them to pay their ſhare in the Tax 
upon the whole Province, though he had taken 
from them their Brewing Trade and remov'd it 
into the Country, quite contrary to thevld a- 
greements between the Province and the City ;

> Biſhop 
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Biſhop of Murfter, they were five in number, 
concerning Ecclcfiaſtical matters, and thirty 
two as to Civil affairs. That contrary to the 
Peace in the Year 1649. by which the City was 
xepoſſels'd of all cheir Prerogatives both Spiri- 
tual and Secular, he had introduc'd the exerciſe 
of the Roman Catholick Religion, and had by 
violence taken away from the Proteſtants the 
Church of St. Nicolas , and given it to the 
Franciſcans. That he had ereQted a Tribunal of 
Spiritnal Catbolick Fuſtice,as he call'd it, where- 
in he cxacted Fines, and puniſh'd thole who 
had been alrcady puniſh'd by the Council of the 
City. That he cited before his Tribunal the 
Citizens, Counſellers and Miniſters of the Pro. 
teſtant Religion, and condemn'd them in great 
Fines; which if they refus'd to pay, his Offi- 
cers ſciz'd upon their Houſes, That he con- 
ſirain'd the Council under f(evere penalties to 
ele& Popiſh Burgomaſters. When they made 
Holy-day for the Feſtival of St. Vit, at Corvay, 
he caus'd all the Country people of the upper 


Villages of the Province with their wives, Þ 
children and ſervants, to march through the Bg 
City Drumming and Singing and carrying a- & 
bout their Images and Baubles, to the great | 
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ſcandal of the Proteſtants. If it chanc'd that this * 


Feaft of St. Vit happen'd upon an Egfter-day, he | 
ſuffer'd the ſame rabble to come to the Protes | 
fant Church-door and there to make (uch a di- | 


ſturbance that the Miniſter was forc'd to leave 


his Pulpit. In 
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In Civils, he had acted direRtly againſt the 
aid Peace, He had taken from the Magiflrate 
all their Authority as well in Civils as Criminals 
which they had enjoy'd for many Ages. If the 
Burgomaſters and Counſcllers offer'd to puniſh 
any MalefaQtor according to their duty, helay'd 
ſevere Fines upon them, and levy*d them upon 
their Goods both within and without doors. 
He lay'd an execution upon Burgomaſter Wil- 
denborer, becauſe he had food up for the privi- 
ledges of the City, above ſixteen Years before, in 
the time-of the deceas'd Abbat. He had taken 
from them yþfir Right of Brewing, by which 
it was granted, that all the Beer, bought in the 
Town ſhould be bought of the Citizens only, 
He had refus'd them their antient right of Im+ 
poſts, That he had conftrain'd the ruin'd Ci- 
tizens to quarter three whole Regiments of Horſe 
and Foot, and to provide them Fire, Salt,Meal, 
ec. with ſcveral other oppreſlions and breaches 
of thcir priviledges too long to recite. 

In the mean while Colonel Bentink arriv'd 
at the Hagye in the month of November, 1670. to

It was accorded by this proviſional agret 
meent, that the Biſhops Garriſon, whi 
ſhould put into this City, ſhould not conſiſt of 
above ſixty or ſeventy men at moſt, But the 
Luxenburgbers had no ſooner quitted the City 
but he ſent thither above 250 perſons, thei:

and march'd to Coeverden. He had the gooft 
fortune to take in the Fors du Deel, the Old Fon"c 
the New Fort, Wenſchoter, Zyl, Wedd Houſe fal 
and all the places round about. In the FortreF" 
Bowrtang was one Captain Prat. The Biſhop lt 
bour'd to have had the place betray'd to him {4 
the contrivance of his Commiſſary at War 
whole name was Marſel;who cfter'd the Captaif 
200000 Livres, or one of the faireſt Caſtles in} 
Weſipbalia, and for the other Captains 500o ze 
Livres a peice. E ef 
But the generous Captain defir'd Mayſel but 
to bring the Biſhop and his followers to conterÞ# 
with him, and he would give him as many Bul-j: 
lets3 as he offer'd him Livres. And he behav'dÞ © 
himſelf ſo well, that Marſet having laid Siegth 1 
to the place, was forc'd to raiſc it again in a (hor c 
time. | 


In the mean time the Biſhops whole Army 
arrived before Coeverden, which was as it were, ! 
the Key of the Provinces of Friefland and Gro-|j | 
ningen. It was lookt upon formerly as my ( 

nable, 
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Anable, by reaſon of the Marſhes, and Fens that 
Mfurround it, and which may be eafilff over- 
«$fow'd: fo that there is no coming near the 
iFTown but by three narrow paſſes, whith were

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but that he could prophane and (acritife it to his 
advantige aud ambition, not only violated hig 
word given by M, General St. Paul, but alf 
the Law of Nations. For he declar'd two 
of the foremention'd Captains to be Priſoners 
of War, (uffering only the third to return to 
the Town, to know whether they were inclin' 
to ſurrender or no. | 

This was not all, for contrary to the Capitub 
lation ſign'd with his own hand, he would nc 
permit the Garriſon to go to Harlington, accor 
ding to the Articles, but where his fancy thought 
molt convenient. The two picccs of Cano 
which _— to take along with them, hy 
would not permit to be (tir'd out of the Town, 
Nor would he ſuffer the Garriſon to march ov 
with Drums beating and Colours flying; at 
beſides all this, feveral of the Souldiers wer 
plunder'd and conſtrain'd to take his party. Thi 
reſt were convey*d to Over-1ſſel inſtead of Hl 
lington, from whence they march'd to Almeh 
where the Biſhop gave peculiar command to the 
Inhabitants under pain of Confiſcation of the 
Goods and other Corporal penaltics, not te} 
fupply the poor weary Souldiers either with 
meat or drink though they ſhould pay fa 
it, 

After the Enemy had taken Coeverder,, the) 
held a great Council of War, to conſult whe 
was next to be done; whether they ſhould 
march into Friſe, and beliege the City of G 

ninget 
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logs or whether they ſhould Attack the For- 
treſs 'of Delf-zyl: But they were divided in 
opinion, ſome believing this, ſotne that tobe 
more expedient. The Biſhop would have fol- 
low'd their advice who were for the Attacki 
tos the place laſt nam?*d, had not Schulenburgb, and 
(4 Broerſma, two Traytors to their party, as moſt 
* Writers call them, vigorouſly perſuaded him to 
1} beliege Groningen. While they were upon the 
of} debate the Eleor of Cology came into the 
14 Council, who demanded (ſmiling what they had 
agreed upon, and perceiving that ſome wete fill 
oÞ for Attacking Delf-zyl : No, no, laid he, we mult 
# goto Groningen, that City will be ours in five 
uÞ days, I bave my Confidents there. But he fail'd 
uf in his affurance. 

Till this time a favourable Gale had ſwell'd 
af the Sails of the Biſhops hopes. He had under- 
bt taken no enterprize wherein he had not proſpe- 
3 rouſly fucceeded. No place was fo ſtrong or 
Lt fo well fortifi'd but that he made his way 
þ& through, either through the Cowardice or 
8 Treachery of the detendants, His Maſter to 

; whom he had Mortgag'd himſelf, had pene- 
<8 trated even to the very Center of Holland, So 
that in forty days the Confederates had taken 
fourſcore Cities, Forts and Fortrefles from the 
States General. 

' As for the Conqueſis of the Biſhop of Mwn- 

i ter, he thought himſclt ſure enough of his prey, 
1} not believing that the Uaited Provinces would 
ever 
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ever reunite again, but that he ſhould injoy the 
places he had taken, and which (t11] remain'd to 
be taken. Now, ſaid he. to one of his Conſelers, 
their High and Migbtine(ſus may be call d their 
Low and Lowlineſſes. Thus the Hereticks are to 
be dealt with. The King of France is bebolden 
10 me, for without my 4ſſiftance he never could bave 
Conquer'd ſo faſt nor ſo much. At his requel}, 
he obtain'd of the Pope the*Goverament and 
abſolute Authority to conter all Ecclchiaſiical 
Benctices in the Territorics by him Conquer'd, 
He conſtrain'd the Gentry ot Over. Tſel to (ub- 
{cribe an agreement wherein they abjur'd the 
Union of the United Provinces in thele words, 
That they both in General and Partienlar, being 
better inſtruficd, do abſolutely abjure tbe Union of 
the United Provinces, aud that th:y ſball under- 


take for themſelves and their Pojterity. to be ſe] 


parated from them for ever. And that they 
acknowledg the Biſhop of Munſter for their Lawful 
Soveraign voluntarily and without any conſtraint; 
that tbey will never revolt from him, but will 
bazard their lives and fortunes for bim and with 
bim as their Lawful Soveraign. The King of 
France never impos'd fo much upon the Pro- 
vince of Utrecht, but on the contrary Capituls- 
ted with them, that the ſaid Province ſhould be 


comprehended in ſuch agreements as he ſhould } 
make with the States General, 


But 
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But the wheel of Fortune, if it be lawful 
for Chriſtians to maake uſe of the Phraſe, began 
to turn, {> that from this: time forward the 
Tide of the Biſhops proſperity began to Ebb. 
It pleas'd God that he tollow'd the worti Couns 
ſel of them that adviz'd to lay Siege to the City 
of Groningen and to inſpire the Inhabi:ants of 
that City with courage and rclolution, to repel 
the vicorious B-ſhop, and to force him to riſe 
from before their Walls wich loſs and ſhame. 
After which he never did any thing that brought 
him either profit or honor, but all his enter- 
prizes prov'd deftruQtive to him, 

Groningen then was the place which he de- 
ſign'd to beliege 3 for by the taking of chis City, 
which they imagin*'d would have been an eafie 
matter, they had made themſelves Miſters of 
two Provinces, that and Friſcland. The 
Place was (ufficiently ſtrong, but the Garri- 
ſon was too weak 3 not conſiſting, recruits 
and all, of above one thouſand and two hun- 
dred Souldiers. But the valor of the Town(- 
men and Scholars ſupply'd that defeR, as al- 
ſo the Conduct of the Commanders, zmong 
whom the Sijeur Charles Rabenbapt was the 
chief. The Burgers were divided into 
Eighteen Companies, belides Four Companies 
of them who had been formerly excus'd. The 


Company of Scholars conlified cf a hundred 
and hfty, 
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The 1g. of Fuly the Country people brought 
word that the Enemy appear'd on every fide of 
the Cicy. The 20. they ſhew'd themſelves upon 
Helpen (ide. The ſame day one of the Porters 
of the City was executed, being accus'd of 
Treachery, becauſe he had left open the Ha- 
ven Gate a whole night together; as alſo a 
Country-man of Olde Ampt who had corre- 
ſponded with the Biſhop. The eleventh they 
made their firſt ſhot at the City, but the feven- 
teenth they began to play furiouſly upon it, 
endamaging, ſeveral houſes; and after Dinner 
the ſame day ſeveral of the Officers and Town(- 
men (hew'd themſelves upon the Ramparts 
where they made merry and drank ſeveral 
Healths, the great Guns going off and the 
Drums and Trumpets ſounding at the concluſion 
of every one. : 

The Eighteenth the Biſhop and Arch-Biſhop, 
for the Biſhops of Munſter and Cologn, who did 
not very well agree betore, had now joyn'd their 
Forces, which caus'd ſome to (ay that Herod and 
Pilate were reconcil'd, follow'd their buſineſs 
very ſmartly : They ſhot their Bombs into the 
City which did much miſchief; ſome of them 
weighing three hundred, ſqme four hundred 
pound. The Shell was about three or four 
fingers thick 61d within with Pitch, Rofin, 
Salt-peter and Gun-powder. Their weight 
caus'd them to break through the Roofs and 
Tilings of Houſes, till they niet with G—_ 
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ble matter enough to ſet whole Houles on fire, 
| In the night time they ſhot great numbers of 
Granados into the Town, which did very mach 
damage in ſeveral parts and quarters of the City, 
They were fluft with all forts of Combuſtible 
Matter that eaſily took fire, and they had with- 
in them lictle ſmall things like ſmall guns about 
a fingers length which diſcharg'd ſeveral Muſ- 
ket-bullets againſt thoſe that drew near to 
quenchthem:; They were very terrible at firſt, 
as having wounded ſeveral people that came 
too near them 3 but let them alone till they had 
ſpent their Bullers, and they were caſily 
manag'd, 

By this time the Biſhop wonder'd very much, 
that the City did not ſend out Commiſſioners to 
Treat of a Surrender, after he had thrown (o 
many Bombs and Fire-Balls among them. But 
they had too great a love for their Country and 
their Religion, to think of any ſuch thing, 
Nay ſometimes they pay'd him with his own 
Coyn, which he had never met with before. 
Infomuch that the Souldiers in the Trenches 
would cry one to another, They in the City 
make uſe of the ſame Devils that we do. 

The 20. they ply'd the City with their 
Bombs and Fire-Balls. The firſt of which did 
much miſchief z but the latter were cafily 
lifled. x 

The 22, both the Biſhops ſCurmon'd th 
City, bat their anſwer was both reſolute and 

I 3 ſurly. 
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Curly. The ſame day the Enemy made ſeveral 
Attacks upon the Aurerder. Zyl, but were vali» 
antly repulsd. Thenumber of the ſlain is un» 
certain 3. but they contels'd that thoſe NMnlets 
loft them more men, than all their Conqueſts 
had done. 

Now thovgh the Citizens beheld the ruin of 
their Habitations every day, yet were they no- 
thing diſmay'd for all that, but as they met one 
another in the ſtreets their uſual queſtions were, 
How is your bouſe * Mine is almoſt, down to the 
ground. $0 is mine. But let u1 pluck up a goed 
beart ; this Biſhop of Granados ſhall not bave our 
City for all this. 

The women were no leſs couragious than 
their Husbands. Thcy were leſs troubl'd to 
behold a Fire ball fall into their houſes, than 
they were bcfore to ſee a Clown with dirty 
ſhooes come into their Dining: Rooms. A cer- 
tain woman, who had but one houle, ſeeing a 
Bomb rowl through it, began to fill her Apron 
with ſome trifles and a Silver Gobler, and re- 
tiring into the ſtreet, ſhew'd thoſe that came to 
help hex, -the Goblet, faying, Tet will T give 
this to bis Excellency Rabenbaupt, it he. will 
but keep the City. Another Bomb entring in- 
to the ruins of her Houle ſhe cry'd to thoſe 
that were with her, he beggerly Biſhop ſhall 
0s get in this way I am reſolv'd. 

WG. . 
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All this- while the Biſhop plagu'd the City 
with his B« mbs, while the belicged ply'd him 
as warmly with their great and (mall ſhot. In 
lome of his Fire-balls which they open'd af- 
ter th:y were quench'd, they tound a ſmall 
viol full ot a white matter which was believ'd 
to be rank P yſon; an abominable way of 
making war. Tne Epiſcoparians allo ſhot pow- 
der that made no noiſc, and they made uſe of 
Great Guns pickt and culd tor the purpoſe, 
It happen*d one time among, the reſt, that the 


Citizens thought that they had perceiv'd the 


Enemy preparing tor an Aﬀault; whereupon 
the Scholars, Souldiers and Citizens ſhew'd 
themſelves upon the Rampartsz the women 
allo prepard themſelves to. carry powder 
and bullets to their Husbands , and becauſe 
one among the reſt, more timorous than her 
Companions, talkt of Surrendring the City, 
they beat her well favour'dly, and ſent her 
home. 

The laſt of Fuly, in ſome of the Biſhops great 
Bombs they found a little plate of Copper, one 
lide whereof was tull of CharaQters which could 
not be readz from whence it is thought 
that he expected ſome Magical Effc&: upon 
which a certain Do@or in a diſcourſe upon 
the Siege and railing of it made this obſer- 
vation, That when the Biſhop conld not take the 
Town by the affiſtance of Simon Peter, be endeas 
vour'd to bave it by the help of Simon Magus. 

| I 4 For 
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For the Roman Catholicks have more than once 
made uſe ot ſuch abominable ſuperſtitions. When 
thedeceas'd Prince of Orange, Frederick Henry 
in the Year 162g. had belieg*d the City Bois 
le Duc, after the Surrender of the place, ſeveral 
Papers were found full of barbarous words and 
Conjurations 3 and in ſome places the name of 
God and ſeveral Saints were inſerted. It is 
thought that the Priefts had fold or given 
them to the Souldiers avd Townſmen to pre. 
ſerve them fxom the Swords and Bullets of their 
Heretick Enemies, 

But all his Epiſcopal Magick did him no 
good ; nay the more to fret him, the Scholars 
who guarded. the Out-wall, and behav'd them- 
ſelves very bravely, had invented (everal nick- 
names for the Biſhop, by ſome of which he 
heard himſelf call'd, when he came into the 
Trenches, and bitterly ſtorm'd at his new Ti- 
tles; his Officers alſo laid the affronts of their 
Captain to heart, and vow'd to be reveng'd 
when once they got into the City, The 15.of 
Axguſt, the beliegers ſhooting continually into 
the Town a Canon Bullet almoſt graz*d upon a 
Hoggs back, but did the creature no other 
harm, than only finge the Briſtles z whereupon 
the Scholars cry'd out from the Out-wall in 
the night to the beliegers, chat the Biſhop be- 
gan to ſheax his Hoggs now he had ficec'd 
his Sheep. 
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The day before the Biſhop had fent a Trum- 
peter to the Town, requiring firſt that they 
would let him ranſom certain Officers which 
had been taker Priſoners in a Salley, or that o- 
therwiſe they would uſe them kindly. Se- 
condly that thev would fend ſome ſweet meats 
for his mony. to Treat certain Ladies of the 
County of Heſſen that were come to the Camp. 
As to the firſt demand anſwer was made that it 
was not the cuſtom to releaſe Priſoners of Im. 
portance, when the Enemy was before their 
Walls, and as for their uſage they were ſure, 
they had better than any the Biſhop allow'd : 
and for his ſecond requeſt, they reply'd, 
that being taken up with Powder and Bul- 
let, they minded little of their Shops at pre- 
lene. 

Soon aftcr the Biſhop perceiv'd that his En- 
terprize upon this place would not have the 
(ame ſucceſs as he had had in other places. 
The EleQtor of Cologn, though he had adviz'd 
the Siege, began to look upon his Colleague 
with an evil -Eye; and they began to quarzel 
already about the expence ot the Sicge and the 
waſt of theix Countries. Cologs upbraided 
Munſter with his boaſts he made of his Soul- 
diers, his Artificial Fires, and his Miners, and 
yet that after the Moat of the Curtain was falPd 
up with Fagots, he durſt not venture the On» 
let ; for fear of loſing his men. 
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In the mean while the Young Prince of Naf 
ſaw had written a letter in French trom the |

Their Retreat was very ſud- 
den, and the Infantry were in ſuch a fright, that 
the Horſe were commanded to iecure them from 
flying. All this while the Biſhop lay behind the 
Gallows Hill; but the 21. he tully and wholly 
quitted the place, which caus'd a Univerſal joy 
among, the Inhabitants of the Town, 

This Biſhop diflodg'd his Army for two prin+ 
cipal reaſons. The firſt was, for that his great 
Guns were no longer ſerviceable, and his Mor- 
tcrpieces were molt of them ſpoil'd. The fſe- 
cond was becauſe his Army was half in half 
waſicd, 

As to the firſt reaſon, his Artillery was al. 
moſt all ſpoil'd and broken, fo that he had not 
above ten or twelve Guns left, by reaſon of his 
continual firing upon: the Town. As for his 
Morter-pieces, he had not above five or ſix left; 
| For the Biſhop impatient of the ProtraQtion of 
of the Siege, order'd them to be double charg'd, 
ſo that ſome of his Morter-peices broke, and 
others were greatly indammag'd. 

As to the {econd cauſe, it could never be cer- 
tainly known what number of men he brought 
to the Sicge 3 but tis thought that they amoun- 
ted to between twenty and thirty thouſand 3 
and he did not march off with above thirteen 
thouſand. This was afterwards confirm'd by 
a Muſter made by the Biſhops Officers : by which 
itappear'd, that his Axmy when they firſt came 
it | before 
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before Groningen conliltgd of above twenty four 


thouſand men, but that he. carry'd off no more 
than twelve thouſand rline handred fixty eight. 
So that he had loſt cleven thouſand two hun- 
dred thirty two. 

To theſe two reaſons that oblig'd the Biſhop 
to quit the Siege, may be added three more.

2, The want of Ammunition and ViQtuals. 
3- The Rain that fell at that time whereby his 
Approaches were quite overflow d with water. 
However it were, the City was at liberty, and 


the Biſhop was no more in a condition to make. 


any farther attempt. 

We cannot here paſs over in filence the moſt 
barbarous cruelty that was ever exercis'd upon 
poor ſick and wounded men, who were carry'd 
to Helpen into a Barn, where they lay without 
firaw, being lookt after by fix French Chirurgi- 
ons. The Biſhop perceiving that their number 
every day increas'd, askt the Chirurgeons 
which they thought to be curable and which 
not 3 and thoſe that were judg'd incurable were 
preſently diſpatch'd with a Bullet hot into their 
heads to make room for others. 

The belicg'd had not lolt above fourſcore per- 
ſons, notwithſianding that vaſt number of 
Bombs, Stinking-Pots, and. Fire-Balls which 
were thrown into the City, the number of 
which was ſaid to bave amountcd.to above four 
: thouſand:

A Fire-ball, meeting with the Wall of a 
Houſe, was beaten back, and falling paſs'd be- 
tween a Menmonites Breeches below the Cod-

only ſinging his Breeches. 
One of the Sheriffs of the Town , whoſe 
name was Botbenius , being juſt riſen out of 


| his Bed, a Firc-ba)l preſently came and falling 


in his place burnt che Coverlet, Mat, Bedftead 
and all, 

The Widow of Anthony Van Eſſen being 
in Bed with her Daughter, a Fire-ball paſs'd be- 
tween them, and being reſiſted by the Beds 
head, return'd the fame way, without doing 
any more hurt than burning the Bed, 

A woman fitting upon a bench before her 
own houſe, a Fire-ball flew between her legs, 
and carry'd away 2 piece of her Coats both 
—_ and behind without any-farther mif- 

ick, 

The ſame thing happen'd to one of the Pre- 
poſers, who ſitting in his Study 3 a Fire-ball 
came and carry'd away the Seat from under him 
without any farther damage,

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A Servant of Fames Warnholts a Brewer 
was juſt drinking, but before he had ended 
his draught, a Fire-ball. came and ſtruck the 
Glaſs out of his hand without any other pre. 
judice, 

Another Bomb lighted intothe Chamber of 
certain perſon, who not liking his Bedfcllow, 
took it and flung it to the ground where it 
broke, and (poyld all his goods, but did the 
man no harm. 

A woman being a ſlcep in her Bcd, by break 
of day was awakn'd by a Bomb that fell through 
the Cieling juſt before her Bed. The woman 
ran out into the ſtreet in her '{mock, and fee 
ing her houſe a fire, cry'd out, Though my 
bowſe be burnt, the Biſhop ſhall uot bave th 
City. 
Cond woman having a little child in her 
Arms, perceiving a Bomb to be fallen mto her 
Houle, all in a tright, threw her intant into the 
Ciſtern 3 when the Bomb was broken and quite 
out, ſhe found that her Neigt bours had relcu'd 
the Child out of the Ciſtern, from whom (he

But to return to the Biſhop. The Frizow

the Fort, the Burgers fir'd upon the Epiſco« 
parians, kilPd the Commander and open'd the 
Gate to the Frizonsz and/ fo the Fortreſs 
was reduc'd under the obedience of the States, 
At the ſame time a certain Mennonite put a 
fair cheat upon the Epiſcoparians 3 For in re- 
gard he liv'd near the South- gate, when he ſaw 
the terrified Souldiers thronging out of the: Ci- 
ty, he ofter'd ſome of them his houſe to ſecure 
themſelves 3 which offer of his was kindly ac- 
cepted by ftixty or ſeventy of them , among 
which were two Licutenants and a Prictt, whom 
he afterwards deliver'd up all together as Prifo- 

ners of War. 
Soon after the Fortreſs of Kzynder allo fell 
into the hands of the Frizons: trom which time 
the 
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the Biſhop prov'd very unfortunate, for he got 
nothing, but loſt a great deal. 

In the Old Ampter-Mizden the Epiſcoparians 
* committed (everal Inſolencies and Rapines : and 
it was tear'd that they would have hr'd the Dams 
of Munterdam, Veendam, and Wilvank,, which 
would have occafion'd very much miſchiet the 
Winter enſuing : for prevention whereof ſeveral 
Souldiers were ſent to Mieden. The Coun- 
try-men glad to be ſo guarded were fo liberal to 
the Souldiers that they got drunk, at what time 
being ſarpriz'd by the Mwnſterians, and not be- 
ing able to rally themſelves into a poſture of de- 
fence, they were forc'd to fly for their lives, 
The Country-men however made a ſtout reſi- 
ſtance for ſome time, but being over-power'd, 
they were all defeated and kilPd , except 
ſome few that fav'd themſelves in the Mar- 
lhes. 

After that came ſeveral Troops of Horſe and 
Foot under the Command of St.German, Collo- 
nel of the Holland Regiment, which got into the 
City-of Groningen during the Siege, With 
theſe Forces he marcht toward Finſchoten, ha- 
ving a ſight of ſeveral parties of the Mwnſteri- 
ans, by the way , who retreated upon their 
approach. and quitted not only Winſchoten, but 
alſo the {mall Fort of Finſchoter-Zyl, Weddts 
Houſe, &c. and ſhelter'd themſelves under the 
Old- Fort, and new Fort, where they thought 
themfelves ſafe. And indeed it ſeem'd a thing 
. impot- 
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impoſſible by force to Attack thoſe two Forts, 
in regard all the Country round was over- 
flow'd. However Collonel St. Ferman ſent 
ſome of his men to the places next adjoyning 
to the Old Fort, otherwiſe call'd Bellingwo]- 
derikens, to block it up at a diſtance. At the 
beginning little good was to be done, bclides 
that the Collonel was commanded back into 
Holland. Thereupon his Excelleticy Raben- 
haupt took the buſineſs in hand, ordering Col- 
lonel Eybergen upon the ſame Enterpize, who 
being lirengthen'd with a Reinforcement, laid 
Siege to the place. About a thouſand and four 
hundred Epiſcoparians came out of J/eſtphalia 
paſſing through New: Fort, to relieve tlie Old 3 
but they were ruggedly repuls'd by two hundred 
and fifty Souldiers under the Command of Ma- 
jor Neylers, a brave and experienc'd Souldier, 
who had ſo advantagiouſly poſied his men, that 
the Epiſcoparians having made a (econd attempt 
retreated to the New-Fort with the loſs of 
eight hundred men lain, after which the O1d- 
Fort Surrender'd ; Of four hundred Souldiers 
that quitted the place, not above a hundred ar- 
wy at Coeverden, the reſt deſerting their Co- 
Ours. 

Aﬀter the OId- Fort was taken, the New- Forg 
was bleckt up; and upon the arrival of the 
Auxiliaries of Carland, the Epiſcoparians quit- 
ted Dyler- Fort upon the 16. of November. For 
the preſeryation of which place the Foit 'bf 
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Bexrtang ſent a hundred and "twenty Musketeers 
under the Commmand of Captain Aitzema, 
who was a very young man, and wrote to the 
States of Groningen, that it the Epiſcopatians 
made any Attack upon him, they ſhould find 
that place guarded by a courage not ordinary, 
But whicen the Munfterians (hew*'d themlelves 
near the Fort with three thouſand men, the 
Captain quitted his Hold, without ſo much as 
looking the Enemy in the Face, who preſently 
repoſſeſs*d themſelves of Dyler-Fort, and from 
hence rcliev*d the New-Fort, infomuch that the 
Dutch were forc'd to raiſe the Siege, the ſeaſon 
being pals'd. 

About the ſame time, two hundred Czrlan- 
ders, having march'd too far into Weſtpbaliz 
to Plunder, were totally defeated, though the 
Epiſcoparians bought their Vitory with the 
loſs of more men on theirs, than on the other 
ſide. 

And now the time was come that Jſtpbalia, 
ſufficiently plagu'd and oppreſs'd by its own Bi- 
ſhop, muſt alſo taſt the bitterneſs of a Foreign 
Enemy. For the EleRor of Braudenburgh ha- 
ving declar'd War againſt the Biſhops of Mwn- 
fter and Cologn, and the reſt of the Neigtibour- 
ing Confederates, his Souldiers began to over- 
run the Country, Plundering wherever they 
carne, and putting the Inhabitants under Contn- 
ney < They alſo jook ſome Waggons laden 
with Cloth, Mony,-Proviſion and my 

exe» 
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Thereupon the Biſhop gathers his Forces to- 
gether, withdraws his men out of his new 
Conqueſts, and falls into: the Countries of Ber- 
gue and Ls Marche, doing great miſchief. He 
allo took Lanen, the City of Unna, and the 
Caſtle of Beda. Nevertheleſs he was ſoon af- 
ter forc'd to quit Vuns, upon the approach of 
the Brandenburgh Troops; and preſently after 
that, all the reſt of the Country. 

The King of France, finding that the Biſhop 
thriv'd fo ill in the Province of Groningen, was 
ſomwhat jealous Iſt he ſhould change his fide 
according to his ufual Cuſtom, and there- 
fore to oblige him to be Faithful; he pro- 
mis'd him the Abby of St. Germans Je Ef- 
perees, (o that he kept firm to his Intereſts. 

In the mean while the Biſhops Garrifons of 
Steenwick and Coeverden, committed ſeveral ex- 
tortions and diſorders in the Drenthe which 
thoſe of Groningen were not able to prevent3 
For though they ſought every where to meet 
with them, they could never light upon them; 
in regard the Epiſcoparians being till adver- 
tiz'd by their Spies, retreated in time to their 
Forts. Nor was there any way to remedy theſe 
miſchiefs, ſo long as the Cities of Steenwick, 
_ Coeverden were in the hands of the Bi- 

OP. 

Of che Fortifications of Coeverde# we have 
already ſpoken, the ſtrength whereof was {uch, 
that inthe Year t594. Virdep the Spanife Ge: 
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neral lay before it one and thirty weeks, and at 
length was forc'd to raiſe his Siege. But no 
ſooner had the Biſhop taken it by Treachery in 
four days, but he brought his Magazines thi- 
ther, and from thence perpetually infeſted the 
Frontires of Friſclaud, Gronizgen, and Drenthe. 
And for the better preſerving a Garriſon (6 
Commodious, and of fo = importance he 
not only repair'd the Old Fortifications but 
made an addition of New Works, to ſtreng- 
then the former, yet notwithſtanding all this 
care and foreſight, neceſſity compell'd the Dutch 
to (eek to regain it. 

This being reſolv'd, luckily for|them it fell 
out, that Maynard de Thynen a geod Ingencer, 
and formerly Church-Warden of the Town, 
gave a hint to his Excellency Rabenbanpt, that 
the Town might be ſurpriz'd; in regard the 
Biſhops Garriſon was very much waſtcd by fick- 
neſs, and that they who were well, confiding 
in the ſtrength of the Fortifications, kept but 
very ſlender Watches. Beſides that he gave him 
a plat-form of the place, and of all the Fortifi- 
cations, ſhewing him where he might get over 
the Marſhes when they were Frozen, His Ex- 
cellency approving the propoſal, the 16. of De- 
cembey 1672+ caus'd all the Gates of the City 
of Groningen to be ſhut at three of the Clock at- 
ter Dinner, he (ent Orders for ſuch and ſuch 
parties to meet at a place appointed. He choſe 

out of cvery Company in the City thirty fix 
Ss men, 
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men, giving the Command of the whole party 
to Lieutenant Collonel Eyberghen,an cxperienc'd 
Officer. The foot were Commanded by Major 
IWylers, the Horſe by the Valiant Major 'Fobx 
Sickinga. All the night they ſpent in load- 
ing Waggons with - Bridges made of Ruſhes, 
Ice-Spurrs, and all other things requiſice for an 
Onſet, 

The 17. about One of the Clock the Cavalry 
marcht out at Steenwick Gate, and three hours 
after the Foot follow'd out at Steenbil Gate, to 
the number of nine hundred fixty eight, among 
which were ſeveral Volunteers of the Gentry, 
Burgefſes and Scholars, Advancing near / the 
Gallows Mount, he obſcry'd a Trumpeter com- 
ing out of the Town of Helpex, who ſeeing 
ſuch a Force, immediately gallop'd back taking 
the Road to Halrem. But Major Sickinga being 
well mounted follow'd him, took him and fent 
him away to Groningen. This was one of the 
Biſhops Trumpetters, ' or as others (ay, belong- 
ivg to the Prince of Puſtenburgh, who was in the 
Biſhop of Cologns ſervice, who was carrying 
Letter to the Council of the (aid City. The 
Cavalry. march'd toward Gietex there to ſtay 
in expeQation of the Infartry, From Gieter 
they marcht to Exfield, Emmen, Sleen, Erren, 
Wachlen, and Dalen, taking all the care ima- 
ginable to prevent being. diſcover'd, and yet 
three Dragoons made a ſhift to flip away and 
give the Enemy notice of the whole deſign, 
| K 3 which 
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which pieceof Treachery was enough to have 
ſpoiP'd all; but Providence was pleas'd to order 
it otherwiſe. For after that the Garriſon kept 3 
conſtant watch day and and night, and were 
continually in Arms, which hard duty ſo tyr'd 
the Souldiers at length, that when the Af. 
ault was given they were molt of them aſleep, 
thinking it had been but afalſc Alarum. 

Upon the 19. the word and fignal of At- 
tack being givenz every Souldier having a 
wiſp of Straw in his Hae, Collonel Eyberghben 
Commanded fix hundred men to march dire- 
aly- toward Telinckmyſen and from thence to 
Poppenbaer, carrying with them twelve pieces to 
make a Brjdg of Bullruſhes and fo to poſſes 
terſe Of the Comnterſcarp with as little 
noiſe as might be, and break down the Palli- 
ſados. Eyberghen himſclf with three hundred 
Souldiers undertook the Caſtle, a hundred and 
fikty of others were to aflail the Guelders Bul- 
wark, and another hundred and fifty to force 
the Guard in the Citadel before the Gate of the 
Caſtle, Major Wiliers with three hundred men 
Was to. undertake the Holand Bulwark, and a- 
nother Captain to force the Guard of that Bul- 
wark, Two hundred. more were to afſail the 
Holland and Zealond Bulwarks, tifty to ſeize 
upon Bentbem Gate 3 Major Sickinga was order'd 
ro attack the Bulwaxk of Over- Tſſel,and take care 
of the management of the buſineſs in that quar- 
cr, 

Which 
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Which Orders being thus given, and a Coun« 
cl of War call'd between Eleven and Twelve a 
Clock at night, about three a Clock in the Mor- 
ning they got cloſe tothe works. Eyberghen and 
Wylers, though good Souldiers found the exe- 
cution.of the Enterprize very difficult z but Thy= 
new, the Engineer, hearten'd them on, 'and 
marcht formolt. co ſhew them the way. By 
and by they heard: the Sentinels calling, Who is 
there? Thynex made no anſwer, which made 
them redouble the ho is there, with a thouſand 
Weſtphalia Oaths. At length the Onſer began; 
and they that marcht firſt got upon the Chunter- 
ſcarp, beyond the firſt Moat to the very Palliſa- 
does. The Encmy fir'd very furiouſly, but the 
Datch. advancing, couragiouſly, cut down the 
Palliſadoes and open'd a paſſage for themſelves, 
and (o Eyberghen and Wylers mounted the Ram- 
part, and at length made themſelves Maſters of 
the Caſtle, Foby Moor who Commanded it, be- 
ing kill'd at the beginning of the Onlet with a 
Musket ſhot. Major Sickings aquitted himſelf 
with no leſs Valour on the other fide, and ha- 
ving won the Counterſcarp, and got over the 
Pall{adocs and Moat to the top of the Ram= 
part, forc'd the Enemy to throw down their 
Arms and cry Quarter. 

Captain Clingh alſo by this time forc'd the 
Guard of Friſeland Gate, which got open by 
the aſſiſtance of one of the Burgeſles, and fo 
made way for the Cavalry. A party of the E-

'nemy made a ſtout reſiftance for a good while in 
the Market place, but finding themſclves over. 

wer'd, threw down their Arms, and fur- 
rendring themſelves Priſoners of War, were 
ſhut up in the Church, The Town thus won, 
the Vicors fell to Plundering and found good 
ſtore of booty, It is obſervable that ſome of 
the Townſmen, overjoy'd to (eq themſelves freed 
from the Tyranny of an inſulting Enemey, a- 
bandon'd their own houles to, the Souldiers. 
Many of the Enemies had their \Pockets full of 
mony, theix Coats Embroider'd, and the Hiles 
of their Swords of maſſic Silver. | | 
The Enterpriſe being thus proſperouſly ac- 

gompliſh'd, the Officers ſoberly conſidering the 
firength of the place, could/ not chooſe but 
look upon one another with aſtoniſhment, cry- 
zog one to another, How could this poſſibly be ? 
behold the band of God. When the news of 
this ſucceſs arriv'd at Groningen, the joy of the 
Jahabicants was not to be expreſs?d. The next 
day was ſolemniz'd with a publick Thankſgiving 
jn all the Churches. The Courrier that was 
ſent with the News to the States was laden with 
Letters z and yetall the way upon the Road he 
was lookt upon as a Reporter of falſities. At 
Lecuwvarden he was almoſt crouded to death by 
the throng of the people: and at Amfterdam it 
_- lookt upon as a thing impoſſible and there- 
ore incredible. A certain Perſon of Quality in 
his anſwer to a Letter which gave an —_—_—— 
| IT tac 
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the News from Groningen wrote theſe words, 
I am reſolv'd never to give my movy for a Letter 
that contains ſuch untruthe. We have falſe re- 
orts enow in Holland, we have no occaſion of 
baving them ſent from Groningen. The Cathe- 
licks laught at the ſtories cf the beggarly Here- 
ticks, as they call'd us; but when they found 
the news to be true, we could perceive that they 
were nothing pleas'd with it. 

Ie is remarkable that whatever was thought 
would have prov'd an obſtruction of the de- 
fign was that which chicfly promoted it. The 
Forces arriv'd later than they were order'd: Bur 
that made the Enemy believe that the Dragoons 
had abus'd them. The Onfet ſhould have been 
given at midnight, which was delay'd till three 
of the Clock in the morning. But thereby it 
happen'd, that the Souldiers tyr'd with watch- 
ing were gon to ſleep. There fell a great miſt, 
fo that Thynen who was their guide loſt his way. 
But that conceal'd them from the view of the 
Enemy, fo that they were not percciv'd, till it 
was too late, So that through the continual 
noife of-the Sentinels crying, Who goes there, 
and the others anſwering the Rownd, the Af- 
failants had the opportunity to cut the Palliſa- 
does without being heard. 

Now as the retaking of this Town inſpir'd 
a Univerſal joy and courage into the diſhearten'd 
pcople of the Low-Conntries, {o it bred a general 
conſternation in the other party. _ 
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The Garriſons of Nyenbuys and feveral other 
places in the. County of Benthem and the Pro. 
vince of Tzenst quitted their Ports. In Zmall, De- 
veuter and other Towns of. Over-1ſel they were 
in a panickdrcad. So that had a (mall Army ap- 
pear'd, thoſe places might have been calily xe- 

EN» 

But when the news of this loſs came to the 
Biſhop of Munſter, he was all in a fume againſi 
the perſon that brought it 3. as. if he had gone 
about to make him believe fallc reports and ims 
poſkbilitics. But when after a ſerious exami» 
vation of the circumſtances-he found the thing 
to be xeal, his thoughts were in a firange con- 
fuſion; I fear me, fzid he, I ſhall ſuddenly loſe 
oll that I bave got , fince I bave loſt my little 
Candy. His rage and diſcontent was ſuch, 
that he look with a ſuzly Countenance upon all 
that came neas him for ſore days afterwards, 
and cursd in the Devils name more than once, 
He call'd the Officers of the Garrifon Dogs, 
KRognes and Traytors, and thoſe of Groningen, 
danu'd Herttichs : nay he could not refrain from 
lamenting his loſs with Tears. . About a hun- 
dred and tifty of his men were ſlain outxight, 
and four hundred taken Priſoners, with fix 
Captains, eleven Licutenants, fourteen Enfigns, 
and three Church-men, In his Magazine were 
found ſixty one great Guns, Braſs and Iron, 
twenty faur Morter-peices, thirty Petards, 


nine hundred forty nine Muskets, ſeven _ 
re 
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dred and cighteen Pikes, five hundred and fix 
Barrels of Gun-powdnr , one thouſand two 
hundred ſeventy and ſeven Bambs zxeady made 
vp» one thouland ſeven hundred and fixty not 
fniſh'd, two thouſand one hundred and thir- 
teen Stinking. Pots, one thouſand feven hun- 
dred ſeventy and two Granadoes, and twelve 
thouſand cight hundred fifty and two Canon 
Bullets, grcat ſtore of Sulphur, Saltpeter, Ro- 
fn, Oyl, Turpentine and Pitch 3 belides Cor- 
dage, Carriages, Waggons, Hatchers, Saws, 
Spades, and the like. 

But now the Emperor feeing that the Tem- 
peſt which had pour'd it felt upon the Lows 
Countries would not end there, but that it 
thacaten'd allo the Air of Gerveany, thought 
himſelf oblig'd to provide agamit it in time, 
and to prevent Holland from being ruin'd, 
Thereupon both he and the EleQor of Branden- 
bergh Fent ſeveral Auxiliary Troops to aflilt the 
Staxes to ſuppart them in their Wars, as alſo to 
divert the War from theix Frontiers; thereby to 
preſerve the Empire, which the French already 
had attackt at the ſame time that they endea- 
vour'd to lull it afleep,by pretending nothing but 
Newtrality, Propagation of the Catholick Faith, 
Everfion of Heveſie, and obſervation of the Old 
Treaties, He was much diſpleas'd to fee that fo 
many Princes of the Empire had ingag'd in the 
Intereſts of France, eſpecially the Biſhop of , 
Mrnſter whoſe humour he well knew. = = 
; cr(to0 
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derſiood that for mony he was become the ſlave 
of France. That upon the firſt opportunity his 
Imperial Majeſty, and the Empire ſhould find 
the Effects of his ill nature. That by his ex- 
ample, and at his inſtigations, fo many Princes 
of the Empire had taken part with the French z 
and that perhaps many more would tollow the 
Game prelident. Thereupon he caus'd the Ele- 
Qors of Brandenburgh and Cologn, as allo the 
Biſhop to be ſolemnly ſummon*d, and the que- 
ftion tobe demanded of them, incaſe of a War 
between the Empire and France, to which fide 
they would adhere? threatning to ruin their 
Countries if they did not reſolve within fifteen 
days. But the Biſhop of Mwnſter laught at the 


Emperor his Maſters ſummons, and at all his ' 


menaces and threats. 

. "Thereupon the Duke of Burxonmille in the 
month of Febrxary 1673+ by order of his Im- 
perial Majeliy, caus'd a Paoclamation to be fix*d 
upon the Poſts, commanding all -Officers and 
Souldiers who were Subje&ts of the Empire and 
in the ſervice of the Biſhops of Mmnſfter and 
Cologn to quit the ſervice of thoſe Princes and 


to repair to the Colours of his Imperial Majeſty- 


upon pain of his high diſpleaſure, &c. Here 
the Biſhop of Maxſter (hew'd not-only a parti- 
cular diſobedience, but alſo an extraordinary 
Pride, accotnpany'd with a cautious arrogance, 
and his wonted wiles. For he publifht a Coun 
ter Proclamation, whercin he declar'd — 

r0+ 
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Proclamation that went under the Emperors 
ame was none of his, but only a Stratagem 
ft the Duke of Burnonvilles, That his Soul- 
diers were Imperialiſis and in the ſervice of 
the Empires and at length he promis'd to 
ave them harmleſs from breach ot that Com- 
mand. 

He thought himſelf upon ſare grounds: For 
now Twrenne having joyn'd his Forces with 
thoſe of the Biſhops of Munſter and Cologn, 
bent his march toward the City of Ham, which 
the EleQor of Brandenburgh had enforc'd with 
a Garriſon of two thouſand men, but they not 
finding themſelves ſufficient to refiſt fo great 
an Army, quitted the place of themlelves. 
There the French ſtopp'd; but the Epiſcopari- 


lens advanc'd farther; as far as the City of We- 


ſer, demanding contribution wherever they 
came. 
At the fame time certain Friſans and Gronin- 
ers making up a party together, took poſle(- 
ion of the houſes of Schuylenburgh and Rech- 
teren, both ſeated upon a little River that runs 
to Zwoll, not far from the Fort de Onmens. 
Theſe are two old Caſtles furrounded with thick 
Walls and deep Moats 3 by the ſeizing of which 
they very much difturb'd the Epiſcoparians, ha» 
ving thereby the opportunity to keep them in 
continual Alarams. 
Much about this time alſo there was great 
talk of a deſign which the ſon of one ſoa, a 
ap- 
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Captain of Horle, and Secretary for the County 
of Haorragh, had againſt the Biſhop of 
which was to betray both him and the City c 
Mmunfter into the hands of the Emperor : but in 
the end it prov'd but a bare report. Neverthe. 
leſs, the French, taking an occaſion from them, 
plaid the Marquis of Grana, the Emperors Re- 
fident at Cology but a ſcurvy trick, ſending him 
a counterfeit Letter, Seal'd with the Seal of the 
Baron of Schwerin 3 the contents whereof were, 
that the City of Mwnſter was taken by the Ele. 
Qtor of Brandenburghs Souldiers. Now the Ba- 
ron was the ſaid EleQors chicf Minifter of State, 
from whom this Letter was ſo contriv'd as to te- 


hte all the Circumſtances of taking the Town ;{ 


he that brought ic alſo alledging himſelf to be an 
exprels Meſſenger ; fo that the'Marquis of Gra- 
ws never dreamt of any device put upon him, 
but immediately ſent away the News to all the 
Courts of his Maſters Allies , and it was joy- 
 fulnews at firſt, till the Cheat came to be dif- 
cover'd, 

In the mean while the Friſelanders and Gro- 
wingers ſhew'd themſelves very vigilant, and did 
the Epiſcoparians much miſchief, 

The Garriſon of Coeverden intercepted a 
Convoy coming from Zwoll, laden with pro- 
viſions to the Fort of Ommer, which they made 
bold to carry totheir own Garriſon and thereto 
ſhare the booties, which were not all the Biſhops 
loſſes at that time. For the Fort of Bowrtany 
met 
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UI met with a party of his men and kill'd above 
two hundred upon the place; and which was 


worſe the EleQor of Brandenburghs men, had 
met with two of his Regiments near Mindex, 


I which they ſo abſolutely deteated that very few 


efcap'd their hands, which was the loſs alſo of 
the City of Hoxter. 

On the other fide the Epiſcoparians took che 
City of Hervoort, leaving therem'eight hundred 
Souldiers who tormented the people after a 
moſt inhuman manner. The fame outrages 
they alſo committed in the Province of Mindex, 
but they durfſt not meddle with the City. But 
theſe were ſmall refrefhings to the Biſhops 3 his 
heart mourn'd till for Corverden, and therefore 
he endeavour'd by all ways to make bimſelf 
Maſter of that City once more z to which pur- 

ſc he try'd all the tricks of underhand dealing 

tall in vain. | Theſe failing he had ſome de- 
fign of Force arid'therefore to make the ways 
paſſable for his Souldiers, he caus'd the Coun- 
try-men under his juriſdiQion to provide a great 
number of Hurdles twelve foot long and fix foot 
broad, made of Spatrs bound together with O. 
fiers, to lay where the Ways were deep and o- 
therwife impaſſable; by means whereof he 
caus'd a firong party of his men to march to 
Gransberghen, a houſe about rwo Leagues from 
Coeverden, and guarded by a Lieutenant and 
fifty fix Souldiers, who bravely rwice repuls'd 
the Encmy, but being over-power'd ſurrender'd 
upon 
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upon Articles , contrary to, which, and Faith 
given,they were made Priſoners of War, Relief 


was ſent by the Garriſon of Coeverden,but it came {| 


too late for their own, but too ſoon for the Bi- 
ſhops men 3 For the Dutch having laid an Am- 
buſh in the way by which the Enemy was to re- 
treat, they made a great Maſſacre of the Epiſ. 
coparians, and brought away their Priſoners. 

It was an il] cime to vex the Biſhop after all 
theſe miſcarriages,as one of his Quarter- Maſters 
foupd by woful experience, who coming to 
ask the Biſhop for mony, put him into ſuch a 
fury, that he commanded the Officer to be ſhot 
to death, which wasexecuted accordingly. An 
aRion which alienated from him, very, much, 
the hearts of his Souldiers inſomuch that three 
whole Companies with their Officers quitted his 
ſervice, and marcht to Groxizgen. 

But his Excellency Rabewbaupt found himlelf 
other odo than to murther his own Soul- 
diers.. # He had already for ſome time kept the 
New Fort blockt up at a diſtance. But now 
taking along with him the Cavalry of ' Gro- 
ningen, and a good party of Foot out of Block 
Zyll and other places, together with fix pieces 
of Canon, and having torc'd the Fort Aux Fe- 
res, to make his way through, he laid cloſe Sicge 
to the Place. "The Biſhop well knowing the 
importance of the Fortreſs prepar'd with all 
diligence to relieve it. And firſt he ſent Collo- 
nel Meyertſhagen with a thouſand Dragoons and 

oof, 
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Faot, to get into the Fort, but they were beaten 
off. After. that he endeavour'd with a ſmall Ar 


_ wy of five thouſand men under the Command 


of the Count of St. Paw, not only to have re- 
liev'd, but allo to reinforce the Garriſon, He 
turiouſly affail'd Collonel Aquile's Quarter, but 
he was fo warmly receiv'd, that he, was torc'd 
fo retreat in the night after a conſiderable loſs, 
The next day he renew'd his Attack, but with 
the {ame ſucceſs, leaving four hundred of his 
men behind him, Qain ,and taken Priſoners. 
Among the ſlain were Collonel JWedel and Cal- 
kar, Majors Swente and Keſſe. Eightcen Cap» 
tains and two Lieutenant Collonels. . Soon after 
the Victors, having taken the Redoubt which 
lay above the Dike of Stoeſterborn, gain'd the 
Fort, where he tound good ltore of rich Pillage 
both in Gold and Silver, and took the Com- 
mander, two Lieutenant Collonels, five Cap- 

tains, and four hundred Souldiers Priſoners, 
The richneſs of the Plunder ſhew'd that 
Country was not very kindly dealt with 3, but 
among all che Biſhops Impolitions, he had one 
that was particular, which he only levy'd upon 
thoſe of the Reformed Religion. They that 
made profeffion thereot in the City of Qtmar- 
ſur, were to: pay a thouſavd Crowns, in the 
City of Goor a thouſand fix hundred Crowns, 
and (o proportionably in other Towns and Ci» 
ties 3 and beſides this he took from thean the ule 
of their Churches. The King of. France bas 
L : 
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his Governour the Duke of Luxemburgh were 


never fo ſevere to the Inhabitans ot Urreche, fs 


though they were rigorous enough. Theirlm- ft 


y'd as well upos the Catholicks as upon thoſe 
of the Proteſtant Relipion, the Ecclefiifticks not 
being exempted : One of the moſt eminent of 
that order went to the Duke of Luxemburgh, 
requeſting him to ſpare the Catholicks, and to 
burthen only the Hereticks, as well in their 
Contributions and Quartering cf Souldiers ; 
but he gave them a refuſal in thele wordsz As ye 
live, cat and drink together, fo ye muſt pay your 
Taxes every one a like, Upon the ſame errand 
'allo the new Biſhop of Utrecht went to the King, 
but he found never the better reception, Nay 
ſome obſerv*d, that the Roman Catholicks were 
rather favour'd, than thoſe of the Reman Reli- 
gion, which caus'd ſome of them to ſay, our 
Maſter ſeems to be a thrice Chriſtian Devil rather 
than a thrice Chriſtian King. 

It was now toward the Latter end of the 
Summer, when the Biſhop thinking he had been 
too idle all the year before, he randevouz'd his 
Forces betwcen Haſſelt and Swoll to the num- 
ber 6f ſeven thouſand. Horſe and ſeventy Co- 
Tours of Foot, which joyn'd with the Epiſcopa- 
rians at Roveen, immediately they took their 
march toward Steenwich, waſting all the Coun- 
try of Drenthe as they went; which inforc'd the 
Gartifon of Groningen to (end forth ninc yo__ 
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of Horſe, and two of Dragoons, for the ſecu. 
ity of the ſaid Province. In the mean time 
the Encmy was advanc'd as'far as Sebotexs, with 
« delfign to make themſelves Maſters 'of the 
Heeren Veen, and (o to- break that way into 
riſeland. Upon which the States of Friſeland 
fuſter'd together a little Army of about cight 
thouſand Foot, and a hundred Cornets of Horſe, 
and ſent them toward the Heeren- Veen to oppoſe 
the Epiſcoparians who finding ſuch proviſion 
made againſt them, and that they could not 
drce their paſſage, retreated, and marche with 
|l cheir forces toward © Steenwickhe There the 
benſterians and the French parted 3 the latter xc- 
ring into their Winter-Quarters at Zuiphen, 
Arnbeim, Doezburgh and other places, having 
loft in all eight hundred men in this march. 

Certain it is that the Biſhop promis'd himſelk 
great niatters, coald he have made his intended 
Incurfion into Friſeland, for the EleQor of Brax- 
denburgh, being now enter'd into- an Alliance 
with Fraxce, he had nothing to fear from that 


i fide of the world 5 though by the care and di- 


ligence of the' Friſelanders; he made no other 


* idvantage of it than the loſs of eight hundred 


men already mention'd. 

The Emperor all this while obſerving the Al- 
ances made with the King of France by his 
own ſubjeRs and members of the Empire to the 
common prejudice, thought it now but time to 
fend a conſiderable force toward the Rhine; ww 
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for the! ſatisfaQion. of the; world publiſh'd hi 
reaſons fos fo doing, which conſiſted of theſeffr 
heads. Firſt, for 'that:the- King of Fraxce had 
aarcht hjs Forces through the Territories of theſſ 
Empireto Afﬀail the, Low: Comntries, and taker 
many places in the {ame' Territories contrary tofſi 
the Peace of Munſter. © Secondly, Becauſe 
Gid Souldiers ſtill quarter'd upon the ſabjeghs 
of. the Empire at their own pleaſure commirtedf 
ſeveral Extortions and Rapincs upon them, and 
particularly. had burnt the Bridg of Strarburgh 
Thirdly, Becauſe the French had made them-i 
ſelves Maſters of the. Arch-Bjſhoprick of Treve; ſi 
where they did nothing but burn, plunder and 
ſpil.... Fourthly, - Becaule the Ele&or of Co 
Jogs and the Biſhop of Mwnfter, contrary to thef 
Peace concluded at Cleves in the year 1666. hadfT 
undertaken an Offentive War againſt the Statcdy; 
of the United Provinces, with the conſcnt off 
the Emperorr and Empixe, and rejeRing thejif 
Emperors.commands to the contrary. th 
During theſe Paper Skirmiſhes, the Frencifd 
were got into the heart of the United ProvincesJD 
though ſoon after the face of their ſuccels beJC 
gan to change. The Inundations in Holland 
had put a ſtop to their Conqueſts there. Thet; 
Biſhop of Muſter had bcen repuls'd in the Prog 
yinces of Friſelaud and Groningen , inlomuch{y 
that he defpair'd of doing any good in tholgk 
parts 3 . though he did all he, could co regainf 
Coeverden- To which purpoſe all the bow ner þ

Ordnance upon the Dam 
p prevent any coming near it, So that when 
be Biſhop underſtogd how high the water was 
iſen, Now, (aid he to ſome of his Officers, 
ihe Devil canyot binder me- from taking Coever- 
len. But upon the firſt of Offober arole ſuch a 
Fterrible ſtorm as deſtroy'd all the Labour-and 
JTravel of the Epiſcoparians, and made ſuch a 
Jap in the Dam, that all the Art and Induſiry 
offct the Enemy could never repair again. And 
hedifecr that, the Tempeſt continuing brake down 
three gaps more, and drown'd four or five hun- 
drcd-Souldiers that were upon the Guard of the 
esIDike 3 and carry'd away  Collonel Horſtmans 
x4Coach, with (everat Ladies in it. 

A little before this the Prince of Orange had 
hdtaken Narden from $he French, which caus'd '4 
oFgreat conſternation at. Utrecht. But that which 

txoubP'd them more was, that the Prince began 

algio bend his march toward Germany, where, be- 
infing reinforc'd by the Imperial Troops he had 
Jhelicg'd the City of Box, which he alſo took to» 
g L 3 gether 
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gether with ſome other places ; which made the 
French at Utrecht afraid leſt by making f: | 
Conqueſt he ſhould cut off all Commerce and 
Correſpondence between them and the Enemy, 
And it appeared by the offer of Neutrality which, 
they made in behalf of the City and Province off, 
Virecht, in what a pannick dread they were, 
though the proffer would not be accepted. Theyf 
alſo offer the Biſhop of Minſter to change thei e 

Province with him for that of Over-Tſſel ; nay 
they offered to give it him, provided he would 
joyn with the Forces which were in Germany, 

but he did not accept their kindneſs, whether t 
Biſhop conſidered the turn-of Aﬀairs,or whither 
he had not time ſufficient to Conſult and Treat, 
However it were, the King of France was con- 
ſtrained to quit all the places which he had Con- 
quer'd; of which JYoerdexs was the firſt ; and after 
that the City of Utrecht, though verymuch im- 

poveriſh'd by the exaQtions of her new Maſters. 
Tis thought that the main reaſons which in-{ 
duc'd the King of France to quit his new Con- 
queſts, were firſt the March of the Prince of 
Orange into Germany. 2. The Alliance between 
the Emperor, the King of Spain and the States 
General. 3. His deſpair of gaining any thing 
upon Hollayd, without which his other Con- 
queſts were but a burthen to him. 4. He con- 
hider'd that the King of England was ill fatisfi'd 
. with his proceedings, and fear'd left he ſhould 
make a Peace with the States General, 2s he did 
in

timc 3 while the Subjects of the Elc&tor were 
wav oak >. lides tor the miſcarriage of 
their Prince, For \atter they had been ſufficiently 
tormented by the French, 10 thunder'd the Hol- 
lander4, taking from them their Cities, and put- 
ting tc whole Diocels to pay Contribution, And 
it was but rcalon to thivk that the Hollander 
would\arry the War into their Territories, who 
had opcifg their doo's to Ict in France both into 
Germany andghe Low-Conntries. Soon atter in 
the beginning ot the year 16 74, the Peace was 
concludcd betywen th. King of Great Britain, and 
the > cueral, which was to them a great 
lightning of cheir bucthen in regard they were 
fxecd trom the charges of fuch a vaſt Nayy.! 
All this while the Biſhop had a longing defire 
to be Malter ot Groningen, not that he was in 
hopes to gain the place 3 but that he had adelign 
to Plunder the Country, and to gratife his mur- 
muring Souldicrs with a good Booty, which 
was all the Pay they received from him. To 


which purpoſe in February he Muſtci'd together 
"RI 4000 
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4000 Horſe, and ſent them toward the Province, F\. 
but all the Gates were ſo faft bar'd, and fo well * 
guarded, that there was no good to be done, 
On the other fide his Excellency Rabenbawpt 
march'd with his Frizons through the City of 
Coverden toward the County of Bentbem. At his 
firſt arrival he took the City of Northern, wherein 
he left 16 Colours of Horſc,and 6 of Foot. From 
whence he advanc'd toward Nyenhxys,but recei- 
ving intelligence by the way, that Epiſcoparians 
had again begirt the City ot Nortborn, and beat 
off the Out-Guards, his Excellency marcht back 
toward them, with ſeven Troops of Horſe, and 
hve Regiments of Foot, and let upon then the 
fifch of April, but they (till Retreated,teaving be- 
hind them Sixty Slain aud Fitty Prifoners, with 
the loſs only of three men. Two days after Rabe;- 
baupt took the Caſtle of Nyenbays by force, ard 
thereby opencd his way into the Bithops own 
Territories. | 
Upon that the Biſhop began to fear, leſt he 
ſhould be forſaken by the French,who had alrcady 
quitted the Province of Utrecht and (everal other 
places in the other Provinces, and {o the flame of 
the War would blaze ont in his own Territorics. 
For indeed the Imperiatifs had plunder'd ſevcral 
of his Towns; and the Friſelanders had fairly 
begun on their fide. Upon theſe conſiderations 
he began to forget the Alliance which he had 
made with France, from whence he had received 
luch confiderable ſums, and for all that the King 
| promis'd 
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promis'd him theuemoſt of his Afﬀiſtance. And 


\ therefore by his Envoys at Cologn, he ſoughe to 


be reſiored to the favour, and to be admitted into 
the Alliance of the Emperor 3 which at length 
he obtain'd, and a Peace was concluded between 
him, the Emperour, and the States General. 

As for the Emperor he promis'd to ſubmit+to 
him, to renounce the Alliancc with France, and 
to be regulated according. to the Reſolutians 
taken at Regensburgh for the defence of th 
Princes and Circles of the Empire. | 

The agreement made with the States General 
was to this effe&. That there thould be a per- 
petual Peace between them; That there ſhould 
be a reciprocal Amneſiy, and Ae of Oblivion 
for all things paſt, fince the Peace of Cleves, un- 
leſs for ſuch as were guilty of Treaſon 3 That 
the Biſhop immediately aftcr the Ratification, 
(hould rettore all the Places, Towns, Cities and 
Villages, without any exception, which he had 
Conquer'd or taken trom the Statesz and that he 
ſhould reliore to the SubjzeAs of the States all 
their Lands, Signiorics, and Houſes whichhe 
had detain*d from them during the War. That 
the Peace of Cleves ſhould be of tull force and 
effc& in all things not contrary to this preſent 
Treaty, That the Count 'of Bexthem, his ſer- 
vants, Vaſſals, and Subjz&s ſhould alſo be com- 
priz'd in the General Amnetty. That the Em- 
peror and the King of Spain be detir'd to be Gays 
tionaries for the obſervation of this Treaty. =} 
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- The Frenchin their Conquer d Cities having 
intdligence of this Peace, durſt not hazard them- 
Elves there any longer, though they extortcd 
great ſums of mony trom the Inhabitants before 
they departed, from Woerden 16000 Livers, 
Bommel 36000, Utrecht 45000, Campen 85000, 
Thuel 22000, Zutpben 70000 for Contribution, 
and 70000 to fave their Fortifications, Anberm 
14000 for the. Governor, and 109000 for the 
King, Nimmegben 55000, and the Upper and 

er Betuwe the fame ſum. As for J/eſel, 
Emmerſchand Rees, the King of France had given 
them to the EleQor of Brandenburgh, fo that 
he xetain'd in his hands nothing of his Conquelts 
from the States, but Graef and Myſtricht, the 
frit of which places was valiantly recover d by 
the Prince of Orange, and the latter reſtor'd by 
the Peace. 

At what time the French quitted their Con- 
queſts, the EleQor of Cologn quitted alſo the 
City of Deventer after he had made an agree- 
ment for 42000 Crowns , for Contribution 
mony. The Munſterians allo in purſuance of 
the Treaty quitted the Cities of Haſſiles, 
Swartſleys, and Zwoll, after they had com- 
mitted {everal diſorders in the Country, 

This turn of the tide no way plcas'd the Ro- 
man Catholicks. At Utrecht and in ſeveral 0- 
ther places, they were in hopes that the French 
would return 4 and that then they ſhould be put 
into poſſ;ſſion of the Government of the Pro- 
VINCE 3 
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vince 3 nay they gave it out (o in publick, They 
were fo obſtinate at Otmarſum, that they would 
not ſurrender their Churches to thoſe of the 
Reformed Religion, which cauvd fome difor- 
ders at firſt, though they were quickly appeas'd, 
But though the Peace betwcen the Emperor, 
the States General, and the Biſhop of Cologn, 
were thus concluded; yet the El:Qtor of Cologn 
did not'(o ſoon foriake the French Intercft, be. 
ing till incens'd by the Biſhop of Strarburgh, 
However his Imperis] Majeſty had prefcrib'd 
him a time to declare himſelf. which was near 
expiration. One main obſtacle was that he 
could not brook, that the Emperor ſhould keep 
a Garriſon in the City of Boy. He alfo deman- 
ded of the States, as the price of his Friendſhip, 
the County of Merrs, the City of Rynbork, and 
forty thouſand Crowns toward the expences of 
the War. But the States would allow him none 
of his Pretenſions, only they were willing he 
ſhould put a Garriſon into Rynborck , but that 
he ſhould renounce all his claim to the County 
of Mexrs, He had alſo demanded free exer- 
ciſe of the Catholick Religion in the Province of 
Over- Tl, but the Emperors Embaſſadors, well 
knowing it would never be granted, declar'd to 
him that it was not a reaſonable requeſt, For 
that the States General never permitted the ex- 
erciſe of the Catholick Religionin any of thei 
Territories. Thereupon fceing the Cloud com. 
ing,he quitted all his pretenſtons, and upon that 
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a Pape followed between the Emperor and him, 
as alſo betwixt him and States General.z the 
chict Articles whercof were, That there ſbould, 
be a tirm and lafting Peace 3 that after the Rati- 
fication. of the Treaty, .the Elector ſhould re-: 
ſore to the Statcs all the Places which he, had 


taken from them during the War, in the fame, 


Condition as they were before they wexe taken, 
without any waſt or (ſpoil, or any demand of 


Contribution. That he ſhould keep the fums' 


already paid , but that he ſhould rclcaſe. the 
the Hoſtages which he detain'd for the payment 
of ſuch ftums as were demanded. That all 
Lands and Signiories taken from the Subjects of 
the United Provinces (hall be reſtored them. , On 
the other fide that the State ſhould quit all their 
pretenſions to the Town of Rywbork . and the 
Fortifications thereof. The County of  Lix- 
gen ſhould be reſtor'd to the Prince of Orange. 
Certainly the two Biſhops never dreamt that 
the Face of Aﬀairs would have alter'd after ſo 
ſtrange a manner, and that they ſhould be forc'd 
to beg for Peace from the States. More efpeci- 
ally the-Biſhop of Munfter was. decciv'd, who in 
the month of Fuly, bctore ſent, to the - City of 
Embden to {end their Deputies to him, .to New- 
fort, there to conſult about ſuch things as ten- 
ded to their repoſe and ſecurity. The Inhabi- 
tants of Embden had ſet themſelves in,an exact 
Neutrality all*the time of the War, however 


they (end their Deputies to the place apponter> 
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with his demands, viz- That the Citizens of 


Embden, ſhould diſmiſs the States Garriſon, and 
xeecive- into the Town for their {ſecurity two 
thouſand of the Biſhops Souldiers. To which 
the Deputics making anſwer, that they could not 
conſent to any ſuch propoſal, till they had ac- 
quainted their High and Mightinefſes, How ſaid 
the Biſhops Commiſſioners, who are they ? To 
which one of the Deputies from Embden reply- 
ing, That the States General were futhcicntly 
known to all the world. Yes, the other made 
anſwer, They were (o formerly, but now the 
world knows no ſuch fort of men. Upon which 
reply the Deputies trom Embdex took their 
leaves; and gave their Magiltracy an accompe 
ot what had pals'd. But they had no (uch low 
and contemtible thoughts of the States as the 
Biſhop had, and-theretore gave him an abfolute 
denyal to his demand. : 
In the mean while the King of France was 
greatly offended at the ewo Biſhops, becauſe they 
had made a Veace with the Emperor and the 
States. Munber excus'd himfclt by his Agent, 
that he had been conlirain'd to make a Peace with 
the States, becauſe that the next Spring, he 
(hould have otherwile been afſaiPd not only by 
the Imperialiſfts. but alſo by the Ele@Qor of Bran- 
denburgh, and Duke of Lunenburgh. But the 
King was not at all ſatished with this excuſe, 
and that ſo much the leſs, becauſe he had taken 
the other ſide, and (cnt all his men to the Em- 


peror 
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peror,. who being arriv'd in the parts about 
Cologn, began to mutiny, being thereto incited 
by the French that were among them, who per- 
ſuaded them thar it they woula fcrve the King 
of France he would allow them thirty Crowns 
a man. Sothat meny ot the Regiment of Col- 
lonel Nagel kilPd their Officers, and deſerted 
their Colours. But this Mutiny was ſoon ap» 
peas'd by hanging fore of the principal Ring- 
leaders, and paying off the reſt of the Souldi- 
ers. As for the Biſhop he had promis'd the 
Emperor by a. C:llatcral + greement. ro ſupply 
him the next Spring, in the year 167 5. with a 
body of ten thouſand men z but he tound it a 
difficult task to be as good as his word, inre- 
gard that the ſix thouſand that had winter'd in 
Alſatia were reduCd to two thouſand tiorſe and 
three hundred Foot. 

Thus the King of France loſt two Friends 
but in the licu cf them, the King of Sweden in- 
ſtead of being a Mediator, ſhew*d himfclt an E- 
nemy to the Allies, and though to his diſadvan» 
tage, had in a Hoſtile manner aflail'd the Terri- 
torics of the EleQtor of Brandenbargh. There- 
upon the States General aſſiſted the ſaid EleRtor, 
being thereto oblig'd by their reciprocal Alli- 
ance, and their own Intereſt, Which caus*d the 
King of, Sweden in February, 1675. to fend an 
Embaſſador to the Biſhop of Munſter, to delire 
him not to give paſſage to the Forces which the 
States ſhould ſend through his Territories to Bre- 
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men. In which Afﬀairs the Biſhop carry'd him- 
ſelf fairly enough, for he made uſe of 'ino flarfs 
or delays either on the one fide or the other, bat 
-gave this plain anſwer, that he ſhould be forty 
there ſhould be ary War between the Crown '6f 
Sueden and the States General or their Allies, 
but if any ſuch thing (ſhould happen, that he 
was bound to obey the Orders of his Imperial 
Majeſty. 

And the more to approve himſelf the Em- 
perors ſcrvarit, in June the ſame year, he toll 
the Sicur Fiſcher the Emperors Embaſſador who 
gave him a viſit at Coeſvelt, that M. Verjas the 
King of Frances Embaſſador had earneſily ſol- 
licited him with promiſe of great matters to 
take his part , or at leaſt to obſcrve an exa& 
Neutrality 3 but that he was reſolv'd not to 
lend an Ear to his Enchantments, Some ap- 
plauded him highly for it, and look'd upon his 
refuſal, as a fign of his Fidelity to the Empire, 
and bcliev'd he would mend in his Old Age. 
Though others were of opinion, that if his 
words were true, he ſpake them not fo much 
from the reality of his Intentions, as out of fear 
of being utterly ruin'd; for otherwiſe, faid they, 
he would never have retus'd the Gold of France, 
which he lov'd fo dearly : for the mony defign'd 
him was afterwards expended in Ttaly, Porta- 
gal and Switzerland for the railing. of new 
men, 


More 
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More than that in purſuit of his Allyance 
-with the Emperor, he rais'd a body of cight 
thouſand men in the Counties of Rheeds and 
Khbitbergb, with an intention to march with this 
little Army towards bremen, and to have done 
the Swedes what miſchict he could. But in the 
interim he receiv*d Orders from his Imperial Ma- 
zclly to march coward the County of Lippe, im- 
mediatcly he obey'd, carrying along with him 
ſeveral great Guns, and put a Gazrilon into the 
City of plombergh. He alſo belicg'd Lemgon, tor 
refuling him entrance, and took it without any 
great trouble together with Waerentbolts , and 
when he had ſo done, he made the County pay 
Him a Contribution of twelve thouſand Crowns, 
He alſo did his utmoſt to draw the Duke of 
Hanover to his party, and to perluade him to 
Quit the French and Swedes, fo that now he 
ſhew*d him(clt as pelſionate an Enemy, as be- 
forc he appcarcd a zealous Friend to the King of 
France. 

His Enmity to the Swede proceeded from his 
uphandſome proceedings, in that. tie had pub- 
lickly taken part with the French, contrary to 
his promiſes of Aſſiſtance, to which he was 0- 
bliged by the Tyiple Alliance and other Treaties, 
and rv. Hons, 0 truſt repoled in him, . as ha» 
ving, receiv'd (ſeveral ſums of mony to raife an 
Auxiliary Force. For theſc reaſons he poſlcls d 
himſelf of the Territory ot Wilderhnyſenapper- 
taining to the Juriſdiction of Bremen; he = 
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 Jpell'd the Swedes out of the Cities of Telgay- 
© Ih»yſen and Verden, and being affiſted by the 
Forces of Denmark and Brandenburgh, he made 
himſclf Maſter of Owerberghand Buxtebude. 

In the midſt of theſe TranſaQRions he had al- 
fo made another Alljance with the Crown of 
- 1Spuin, and the States General 3 wherein he had 
- Ipromis'd to ſupply them with three thouſand 
N Imen for a certain ſurn of money, but that theſe 
© JLevies ſhould remain with the reſt of the Mwr- 
T Ifter-Troops toad withthe Imperialiſts againſt the 
Y IFrench; or where abſolute neceſlity ſhould re- 
: quire their afſiliance. Or if the States defir'd 
Y {more men, the Biſhop oblig'd himſelf co furniſh 
* {them with eight Thouſand Foot,and four thous 
t |Gand Horſe, provided that they pay'd them in 
) | the ſame manner as they payd the three thouſand 
already rais'd, This Treaty was to laft ten 
years after the expiration of the preſent War. 
| | And incaſe that.cither of the three Confederates 
| were invaded, that the other two ſhould aſh 
| him that was firſt afſail'd. That 1s to lay, that 
the King of Spain and the States ſhould aflift the 
Biſhop with two thouſand Horſe, and four thou- 
fand Foot; and that the Biſhop ſhould afliſt them 
with hve hundred Foot, and a thouſand Horle, 
But in regard that all which the Biſhop ated 
afterwards was in common with the refit of the 
Allies, we fhall forhear to {peak of theſe things, 
which ſhould we undertake, we ſhould be forc'd 
to-make an entite -Hiftory of the Wars in Ger- 

M many, 
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many , Brandenburgh and Denmark, which 
would far exceed the purpoſe ot this ſhort Re- 
lation. 

Thus then we have given an accompt of the 
Birth of this Biſhop, or at leaſt we have (aid as 
much as we could poſſibly learn concerning it. We 
have alſo given the Readeran account of his Man- 
ners, his Humour and his Diſpolition, all which 
have appear'd (i. fhiciently by his Actions. We have 
alſo made a kelation of the Contentions and 
D:ſſcntions by which he was advanc'd to his 
D'gnity 3 as alſo of the «ff. &s of his Martial 
and quarrelſom humour, which dilplay'd it ſelf 
firſt againſt his own Subjects, then againſt (e- 
veral Members of the Empire, and foon after 
againſt the States General, We have ſhew'd the 
troubles and quarrels that aroſe in the EleQion 
of his Coadjutor and ſuccifior. And laftly how 
he (old himfſelt to (ſeveral Princes to fatisfhe his 


Avarice and Hatred, and how he delerted them + 


upon the change of their Fortune. 


Moſt certainly he impoveriſh'd and ruin'd his | 
Subje&s by his continual Wars, which were ' 


{till voluntarily undertaken, and the occafions 
ſought by himlclt 3 in the maintaining of which 
he did more than ordinary milchiet and damage 
to his Neighbours. More eſpecially he was the 
particular plague of Munſter, Drenthe, and 
Twente, of Groneng, and Over-Tſel. 

" Upon all theſe TranſaQions ot his Dignify'd 


Life, ſome have made theſe obſervations: | 
I» That | 
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1, That the Biſhop made fo little advantage by 
all his Wars, unlels perhaps that he mighte hoard 
up ſome confiderable Sums of ready money,that 
he: made no addition to his Territories, and 
by that at his latter end he wan ſome few 
places from the Swedes in the Territories of Bre- 
men, and Verdon 3 which advantages, loſt again 
ſoon atter his death, could in no meaſure recoms« 
pence for the ruin of his own Subjects and Dio« 
ceſs, of which he himfelt was the only occalion, 
nor be compar'd to the lofs of fo many thou- 
lands of men flain, murdcr'd plunder'd and 
undon by his means, 2+ That though he were 
a Prince of {mall Power, and the Maſter of but 
a ſlender Dominion, yet that hill be fo order'd 
his affairs, as to oblige Potent Kings to take his 
part, and with- immenſe Sums to purchaſe his 


' Fricndſhip ; but that ſo happen'd, by reaſon of 


the ſituation of his Country, fo commodiouſly 
(cated among his Neighbours. 3. That 


! having ſo many and ſuch Potent Adverfaries, 


avd having (o often ran fuch perillous hazards, 


| he has ſtill warded off the fatal blow by his dex- 


frous and ſcalonable Change of Parties. 4. That 
he ſhould always have Souldiers at his fervice, 
and feveral Volunteers, though he paid chem fo 
ill, and many times gave them nothing at all, 
But the reaſon of that was plain, in regard he 
gave them an uncontrouPd Liberty to commit 
all manner of Enormitics, Rapines, and Spoils, 


even upon his very Allics, not exculing his own 
M 2 $ub- 
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Subjeats from the fame Oppreflion, 5. That 
though he liv'd in perpetual trouble, and ſpent 
his days in. the continual Toyls of War, 
yet that he ſhould arrive at fo tair an Age, ne- 
ver molclied with Difſcales but Rill reraining 
an admirable vigour both of budy and mind, 
To tell the Cautcs of iis refilels Activity will 
be eaſiez when we contider, 1. His unquiet 
and tarbulent dilpolition, that would never 
ſuffer him to be in Repoſe, and which was alſo 
heightened and inflamed by the inſtigations of 
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others. 2. The hatred and rancour which he ! 


bare the States General, arifing from ſome ima- 
ginary Wrong, or rather from is Religion, as 
being ſo embitter*d againſt thoſe of the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, that he could have kilPd them 
all with his own hands. 3. His Ambition and

Deſire ot rendring himſelf renowned by his | 


Wars. 4. His Avariceand Greedineſs to heap 
up great ſums of ready mony for himſclt and 
his Heirs. 45. His vain expcRations of being 
made-Pope, in conlideration of his Wars againft 
the Hercticks, and his Zeal for the Catholick 
Religion. 

For he was wont to. ſay, He i not worthy 10 be 
great, who makes it. not bis Endeavony to grow grea» 
ter 3 wherein if the ſucceſs do not anſwer the de. 
fign, bowever be ſhall gain the Reputation of ha- 
ving done great things. His reſolutions are in bis 
own power, but tbe ſuceeſs is in the bands of For- 
me, which willingly aſſiſts the comragious- 


As 
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As this was one of his chief Apophthegms, 
I find but few more that were thought wor- 
thy the Record citber of Hiſtory or Tradition, 

Being advis'd by one of his intimate friends 
not to undertake the firſt War againſt Holland, 
who told him that he would in the end prove 
too weak for them, that had fo long withſtood, 
and done ſo much milchief to the King of 
Spain for fourſcore years together. - He made 
anſwer, Come, Come, Little Saints ſoratimes work 
great Miracles. 

In like manner, when a little after his being 

advanced to his dignity, He was CovnſelFd 
to deal gently with the City of Munſter. Ny 
Prince, (aid he, can be called powerful whoſe 
Power does not extend it ſelf over bis Sub- 
jects. 
: Being told, the firſt time that he made Peace 
with the States, That he had .lolt more than he 
had got by the War, Princes, ſaid he, that go to 
War, ar like Gameſters at Trick Track for the 
Dice will not always ran as' they would bave 
them. 

It is reported alſo that one time he faid toone 
of his Generals, 4 lite pretence of Right will 
Juflifie a whole Wav. | 

But as our Biſhop had his: Vices, ' certainly 
he was not without fome Eminent Vertues, 
though 1 muſt confels I never yet could be 
informed what they were, and muſt therefore 


be forced to bury them in lilence. * 
M 3 Al- 
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At length the Fatal hour came, which gaye 
him to underſtand, that the Greateſt Princes arc 
but-vanity it felt, and no more than the meancſt 
among, men. 

He lamented very cordially that he had ſo 
much over burthened his Subj.&s, and that his 
Government had bcen fo crucl toward them) but 
he pleaded, That it was out of neccllity, and to 
rclift his.Enemies. 

He was very much troubled about his debts; 
and a little before he expir'd he ordcr d his 
Executors, among whom was the Sub-Dean 
and DoQor Ham, to take particular care to ſee 
them paid, telling them withal, that though he 
knew he ow'd much, yet he was very well (a- 
tistied that there was (ufficient to diſcharge them 
all; which he left to their Conſcicnces, as 
knowing where his money lay. 

He order'd the ſum of twenty thouſand 
Crowns tor the expenccs of his Funeral, He 
caus'd four Silver Candleſticks to be made of 
the value of two thouſand Crowns apiece, to 
fiand upon the Altar of the Chappel where he 
was interred; for the Wax-Candles that were to 
be kept perpetually burning. He alſo appointed 
the fourth of November to be the. day of his Fu- 
ncral, and that the ſame day a Chapter ſhould 
be call'd to introduce the new Biſhop. . He alſo 
caus'd a Siver Ship to be made, in memory of a 
French Ship that he had taken upon the Coalt of 
Frieſlayd , though others (ay *twas only a {mall 
Barque 
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Barque made Ule uf tor the Unlading of Greater 
Veſlcls. 

So ſoon as the breath was out of his body 
every one fciz'd upon what they could ſnatch 3 
currying away, not only his mony, but alſo all 
the gold and filver Movcables in his Chamber 3 
nay they Gript him of the meane(t things that 
were in the Chamber, leaving him alone as it 


| werein a ranſackt Room, 


He had Govern'd the Dioceſs twenty eight 


| years, though the accompt of his Age is vari- 
| ouf]y reported, ſome allowing him ſeventy one, 


others {.vcnty two years. Inthe year 1667. at 
thc El. ion of his Succeflor, he acknowledg'd 
himſclt in the fixtieth year of his Age. from 
which time to his death we reckon tull eleven 
years, which is the trucft accompt we can give 
ot his Age. 

The preſent Biſhop his Succeffor, ſoon after 
his Dcath, publiſh'd a Pious Exhortation to all 
his Subje&:, to betake themſelves to their De» 
votions and Prayers tor the Soul of the decas'd, 
in thele words,

T bath pleaſed bim who takes away the Souls 

of Princes when be pleaſes, to call from this 
life to a better, onr dear Brother, Couſin and Pre- 
deceſſor, the Sieur Chrittopher Bernard, Biſhop of 
Munſter, Adminxiſftratour of Corvey , Lord of 
Borkelo, after he had Govern'd the Dioceſs of 
Munſter to bis immortal praiſe, with a care truly 
Paternal. And though we make no doubt, but 
that bis Subjetis, whoin his life time lod bim as a 
Father, aud reverenc'd him as their Prince, will 
not be wanting in their Chriſtian Duties and Pray- 
ers which they owe to the Deceas'd : Nevertheleſs we 
have thought fit to admoniſh aud ordain with the

Thus we have (cen the death of the ſo much 
renowned Biſhop of Munſter the Sicur Chrifto- 
her Bernard , full of years, yet enjoying the vi- 
is ſenſes to the laſt gaſp. And as it 
e advanc'd juſt after the Peace 
made with the Emperor, France, Spain, _—_ 
lan 
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* Wnd and the United Provinces 3. ſo he alſo hap- 
- - pen'dtodye preſently after the Peace made be® 
tween France, Spain, and the Steter General. * 

His death reltor'd both Quiet and Repoſe'tq 
all his Neighbours, who were (ill afraid that ſo" 
ſoon as the Empcror and France ſhould be agreed, 
he would be cutting out new Empleyment for 
himſelf; for he never fail'd of a pretence, But 
Providence has better provided tor them, Fer 
they may now aſſure themſelves of ſecurity, un- 
der the Government of his Succeſſor the preſgnt 
Biſhop, and his SubjeRs may hope for an Age of 
Silver after that oft Iron, as now paſſed off 
with the precedeing Biſhop. For.it is affirmed 
that he is a Prince mild and pacifick, an Ene-

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An Authentick Letter _— the 

*Birth of Chriſtopher Bernard Biſhop of 

Munſter. 

Sir, 

Ecauſe there are various Reports concerning the 
affair, of the truth whereof you defire me 

' toinform you I thought my ſelf oblig'd to give 
', you the bit ſatisfatiion I could; In order to which 
I have diſconrſed the moſt Ancient and mo(t know- 
ing perſons in theſe parts, who all agree that the 
Biſhop of Munſter was conceip d ins Priſon at Be» 
vergeerde, but that be was born in his Fatbers Ca- 
file of Bilpitixk. For it bappen'd that the Father 
of the Biſhop , whoſe name was Gaten 'Bilpink, 
had had ſeveral Suarrels with Marſhal Morien, 
Lord of Noorkitk þ bir Neighbonr, about the privi- 
ledg of Hunting. Which continuing, oxe time a- 

mong the reſt, tbe Marſhal ſeiz'd Gatens Hwnſ- 
men and Dogs, aud ſhut them up ſo long, till they 
eat one another for want of food. Soon after they 
both came t» Muntter, where Gaten meeting the 
Marſhal, ask'd bim when be would. ſend bim big 
Hunitſmen and bis Dogs home ? To which Morien 
reply'd, 
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reply'd, very ſuddenly; 'and withal told Gaten 
that be bad certain Papers about him that concer- 
ned the buſineſs; but inſtead of ſhewing the Pa- 
pers, threw off his Cloak , and drew his Sword. 
Gaten, though bc ha4 been Drinking hard, drew 
bis Sword balf out, and parly'd a while, till ne- 
ceſſity conſtrain'd him, aud that bis Servants call 
fo'bim to have a care of himſelf : at what time 
be drew bis Sword quite out and flew bis Aſſay- 
lant. The Fad being thus Committed, Gaten 
never abſented himſelf , and was therefore Im- 
priſon'd in the Caſtle of Bevergeerde 3 . and 
when bis Fudges allowed bim to chooſe an Ad- 
veate, he refuſed to do it , bud pleaded his own 
Cauſe, and carry'd bis buſineſs ſo well, that at 
length bis Wife was permitted #0 come and live 
with bim;, and fo it came to paſs that our Bi» 
ſhop was Begot and Conceived in Priſon. True 
it is that bis Father was at length acquitted, 
but he bad vow'd not to ſtir ont of Priſon ill 
his Profecnmtors bad paid bim all the Colts of 
bis Impriſoument and bis Suit, which had 
lafted thirteen years; ſo that bis Wife being 
neat her time, return'd to Bilpinck, where ſhe lay 
in, Afterthe Father was dead, the Sou was made 
a Canon of Munſter, and being much enclin'd to 
War, and well verſed iz Military Afﬀairs, be 
was made firff Commiſfary at Warz and at 
length, after the death of the loſt Biſhop, advanced to 


the Epiſcopal Dignity.

Another Letter to theſame Effe, 
Sir, 


Fter I had Read your Litter, I made all 

the Enquiry I could to ſatisfie your Curi- 
ofity > but becauſe there are fewv alive that were 
living at that time, there is very little of truth aud 
reality to be reported. Certain it 3s, #bat the ſaid 
Biſhop was begot in Priſon, ts which bis Father was 
Committed for Murther. But Opinions are vari- 
ous tonching the Right of the Occaſion, whetber it 
were 08 his fide or mo. The Favourers of tbe 
deceaſed Biſhop will bave bis Father to be inno- 
cent, though others believe that mo man durſt ſay 
otberwiſe while be lived, and that length of time 
bas cauſed ut to be granted for trath, 

Moſt certain it 11 that there were deſperate Qnar- 
rels between the biſhops Father (who was calPd 
Gatecn Biſ{pipk, from his Caſtle of Bilpink) and 
tbe Marſhal Moricn abr their priviledges of 
Hunting , whereby the former very much prejw- 
dic'd the latter, who becanſe the other would 
take no warning. ſciz'd his Dogs, and ſhut thexs 
np ſo long till they mere ſtarvd to death. A 
rwbile after they met at Munſicr , and Gaten 
being in drink , askFgd Morica for his Dogs in 
very ſharp and abuſive terms , threatning the 
Marſhal 
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, Marſhal withal. B. Morien+ being 8s perſon of 


Courage, and not able to brook ſmch Language; 
laid his band upm his Sword and told Gaten 
that be was ready to anſwer bim with bis Sword 
in bis band. Some ſay that Gaten declin'd the 
Combat, and that be war at length compeld to 
fight in bis own defence; others affirm that be 
immediately drew and fell on. However it were, 
the Marſhal was ſlzin, and Gaten Impriſoned 
at Bevergeerde, where he dy'd in ſome few years 
after. It is reported that his Fudges bad given 
bim leave to go bome, after they had examin'd 
the Fatt : but be refus'd to ſtir till the Kindred 
of the perſon ſlain ſhould pay bim all the Char- 
ger of bis Impriſoument z Though others believe 
that to be very improbable, and an Invention 
only to free him from Scandal and Ignominy of 
# tedious fourteen years Thraldom. After Gaten 
had been ſome time in Priſon, his wife was al- 
low'd to go and live with him; and thus it 
bappened thit the Biſhop was begot and con- 
cetv'd in Priſon, though bis Mother lay mn at 
ber Caftle of Bilpick. Thus in Generals all 
agree; though there may be ſome incertainty in 
the Circumſtances which aggravate or mitigate 
the Offence, of which people take the Liberty to 
jud? according to their affetions for the Biſhop. 
Which is not t0 be wonder'd atin a Fad com- 
mitted ſo long ſince ; in regard we our ſelves 
bave frequent experience, that Murders are by 
ſome bigbly defended and pleaded for, by others 


as 
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ar much exclaim'd againſt and condemy'd, PA 2. ts 
proceeds from the varions judgments that affeAdi- ” 
on or hatred makes mpon the Canſes and Cir- 
cumſtances of the Crime.
